if  any  persons,  it  is  presamed,  will  have  any  difficulty  in  finding 
the  more  prominent  subjects,  as  they  find  a  word  in  the  dictionary. 
The  others,  and  indeed,  whatever  is  in  the  work,  can  easily  be 
found  by  the  index,  which  is  full  and  particular.  Where  arguments, 
used  on  both  sides  of  particular  questions,  are  inserted,  I  have  ei- 
ther divided  the  page  horizontally,  or  by  a  row  of  stars,  where  the 
length  is  unequal. 

I  have  aimed  to  make  the  Scripture  Manual  a  kind  of  index  to  the 
Bible  for  those  who  are  desirous  to  use  the  *'  sword  of  the  Spirit,*'  in 
resisting  the  errors  and  vices  of  the  world— a  handy  reference  work 
for  the  Bible  class  and  sabbath  school  teacher  and  scholar— a  ready 
lesson-book  for  children, whose  parents  can  easily  turn  to  the  precepts 
and  instructions  respecting  the  duties  and  dangers  of  their  offspring — 
and  above  all,  a  handy  table  book  for  families  who  are  desirous  to 
be  armed  against  the  assaults  of  *' deceitful  workers,"  and  to  be 
found  established  in  "  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles  of  God."  I 
now  send  forth  the  result  of  my  assiduous  labors,  at  a  time  when 
theological  and  meral  inquirers  were  perhaps  never  more  in  need  of 
being  cautioned  to  take  heed  that  they  follow  *^  the  light  of  the 
Lord,*'  instead  of  the  darkness  of  infidel  **  philosophy  and  vain  de- 
ceit.'' Certain  I  am,  that  we  must  turn  from  the  light  reading,  nov- 
elty and  trash  that  have  of  late  so  engrossed  the  attention  of  the 
public  mind,  to  **  the  lively  oracles,"  and  become  more  familiar 
with  the  distinctive  principles  and  features  of  the  divinity,  the  or- 
der and  ethics,  which  they  teach,  or  we  shall  be  carried  away  with 
the  rising  and  raging  floods  of  skepticism,  vise,  and  wickedness.

evident:  for  the  just  shall  live  by  faith.     18.  For  if  the 
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inheritaace  be  of  the  law,  it  ia  no  more  of  promise :  but 
Grod  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  21.  Is  the  law 
then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  forbid:  for  if 
there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given  life, 
verily  righteousness  should  have  been  by  the  law.  But 
the  scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the  pro- 
mise by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that 
believe.  But  before  faith  came,  we  were  kept  under 
the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  auerwards 
be  revealed.  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  school-mas- 
ter to  bring  us  unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by 
faith. 

Ph.  3.  4.  If  any  other  man  thinketh  that  he  hath 
whereof  he  might  trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more.  7.  But 
what  things  were  gain  to  me,  those  I  counted  loss  for 
Christ. 

Heb.  7.  25.  Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them 
to  the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he 
ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them. 

Heb.  9.  22.  And  almost  all  things  are  by  the  law 
purged  with  blood ;  and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no 
remission.  It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns 
of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these ;

De- 
struction and  misery  are  in  their  ways:  And  the  way  of 
peace  have  they  not  known.  There  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  their  eyes.  Now  we  know  that  what  things  so- 
ever the  law  saith,  it  saith  to  them  who  are  under  the 
law:  that  every  moiith  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the 
world  may  become  guilty  before  God.

1  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my  heart;  I 
have  declared  thy  faithfulness  and  thy  salvation:  I  have 
not  concealed  thy  loving-kindness  and  thy  truth  from 
the  great  congregation. 

Ac.  1 1 .  25.  Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for 
to  seek  Saul:  26.  And  when  he  had  found  him,  he 
brought  him  unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
a  whole  year  they  assembled  themselves  with  the 
church,  and  taught  much  people. 

Ac.  13.  14.  But  when  they  departed  from  Perga, 
they  came  to  Antioch  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  syn- 
agogue on  the  sabbath-day,  and  sat  down.  And  after 
the  reading  of  the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the 
synagogue  sent  unto  them,  saying,  Ye  men  and  breth- 
ren, if  ye  have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people, 
say  on.  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beckoning  with  his 
hand,  said,  Men  of  Israel,  and  ye  that  fear  God,  give 
audience.  42.  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of 
the  synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words 
might  be  preached  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  Now, 
when  the  congregation  was  broken  up,  many  of  the 
Jews  and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas? who  speaking  to  them,  persuaded  them  to  con- 
tinue in  the  grace  of  God.  And  the  next  sabbath-day 
came  almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word 
of  God.  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the  multitudes,  they 
were  filled  with  envy,  and  spake  against  those  things 
which  were  spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting  and  blas- 
pheming. 

Ac.  20.  20.  And  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was 
profitable  unto  you,  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have 
taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house^to  house.  Testify 
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ing  both  to  the  Jews,  andalso  to  the  Greeks,  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Heb.  10.  24.  And  let  us  consider  one  another,  to 
provoke  unto  love,  and  to  good  works:  Not  forsaking 
the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is;  but  exhorting  one  another;  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

274.  Ought  religious  insiruciion  to  be  given  at  pubUc 
worship  ? 

Neh.  8.  8.  So  they  read  in  the  book  in  the  law  of 
God  distinctly,  and  gave  the  sense,  and  caused  them  to 
understand  the  reading.  And  Nehemiah^  which  is  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Le- 
vites  that  taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people, 
This  day  is  holy  unto  the  Lord  your  God;  mourn  not 
nor  weep.  For  all  the  people  wept  when  they  heard 
the  words  of  the  law 

Mk.  2.  1.  And  again  he  entered  into  Capernaum,  af- 
ter some  days;  and  it  was  noised  that  he  was  in  tho 
house.  And  straightway  many  were  gathered  togeth- 
er, insomuch  that  there  was  no  room  to  receive  them, 
no,  not  Ro  much  as  about  the  door:  and  he  preached  the 
word  unto  them. 

Lk.  4. 43.  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  must  preach  the 
kingdom  of  God  to  other  cities  also,  for  therefore  am  I 
sent.     And  he  preached  in  the  synagogue   of  Galilee. 

Lk.  19.  47.  And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But 
the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  chief  of  the 
people  sought  to  destroy  him. 

Jn.  6.  59.  These  things  said  he  in  the  synagogue,  as 
he  taught  in  Capernaum. 

Jn.  8.  I.  Jesus  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives:  And 
early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  into  the  temple, 
and  all  the  people  came  unto  him;  and  he  sat  down  and 
taught  them. 

Jn.  18.  20.  Jesus  answered  him,^Ispake  openly  to 
the  world;  I  ever  taught  in  the  synagogue,  and  in  tjie 
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temple,  whither  the  Jews  always  resort ;  and  in  secret 
have  I  said  nothing. 

Ac.  18.  4.  And  he  [Paul]  reasoned  in  the  synagogue 
every  sabbath,  and  persuaded  the  Jews  and  theGreektk 
And  when  Silas  and  Timotheus  were  come  from  Mace- 
donia, Paul  was  pressed  in  the  spirit  and  testified  to  the 
Jews,  that  Jesus  was  Christ. 

1^  Cor.  1.  21.  For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God 
the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by 
the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe. 

2  Tim.  4.  1.  I  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead  at  his  appearing  and  his  kingdom ;  Preach  the 
word;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season;  reprove, 
rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long-suffering  and  doctrine. 
For  the  time  will  come,  when  they  will  not  endure 
sound  doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they 
heap  to  themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears;  And 
they  shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and 
shall  be  turned  unto  fables.  But  watch  thou  in  all 
things,  endure  afflictions,  do  the  work  of  an  evange- 
list, make  full  proof  of  thy  ministry. 

275.  Will  God  reward  those  who  serve  him  ? 

■lyiat.  25.  21.  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  ser- 
vant;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things:  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  Lord. 

Jn.  12.  26.  If  any  man  serve  me,  him  will  my  Fa- 
ther honor. 

£p.  6.  8.  Whatsoever  good  thing  any  man  doeth,*

276.  Is  Idolatry  forbidden  ?

286.  Arc  we  required  to  praise  God  ? 

It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the 
Lord,  and  to  sing  praises  unto  thy  name,  O  Most  High. 
To  show  forth  thy  loving  kindness  in  the  morning,  and 
thy  faithfulness  every  night,  Upon  an  instrument  often 
strings,  and  upon  the  psaltery ;  upon  the  harp  with  a 
solemn  sound. 

Ps.  95.  1.  O  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord:  let  us 
make  a  joyful  noise  to  the  Rock  of  our  salvation.  Let 
us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanksgiving,  and 
make  a  joyful  noise  unto  him  with  psalms.  For  the 
Lord  is  a  great  God,  and  a  great  king  above  all  gods. 

Ps.  96.  1.  O  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song:  sing 
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unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth.  Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless 
his  name;  show  forth  his  salvation  from  day  to  daj. 
Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen,  his-  wonders 
among  all  people.  For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  greatly 
to  be  praised. 

Ps.  98.  4.  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord,  all  the 
earth:  make  a  loud  noise,  and  rejoice,  and  sing  praise. 
Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  the  harp;  with  the  harp,  and 
the  voice  of  a  psalm. 

Ps.  100.  3.  We  are  his  people,  and  the  sheep  of  his 
pasture.  Enter  into  his  gates  with  thanksgiving,  and 
mto  his  courts  with  praise:  t)e  thankful  unto  him,  and 
bless  his  name.

£p.  5.  18.  Be  filled  with  the  Spirit;  Speaking  to 
yourselves  in  psalms,  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs, 
singing  and  making  melody  in  your  heart  to  the  Lord, 
Giving  thanks. always  for  all  things  unto  God  and  the 
Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Col. 
3.  16. 

Heb.  13.  15.  By  him  therefore  let  us  offer  the  sac- 
rifice of  praise  to  God  continually,  that  is,  the  fruit  of 
our  lips,  giving  thanks  to  his  name. 

287.  Are  we  required  to  glorify  God  ?

Job  36.  24.  Remember  that  thou  magnify  his  work, 
which  men  behold. 

Ps.  115.  1.  Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but 
unto  thy  name  give  glory,  for  thy  mercy,  and  for  thy 
truths'  sake. 
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Jer.  13.  16.  Give  glory  to  the  Lord  your  God,  be- 
fore he  cause  darkness,  and  before  your  feet  stumble 
upon  the  dark  mountains. 

1  Cor.  iO.  31.  Whether  therefore  ye  eat  or  drink,  or 
"whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God. 

1  Cor.  6.  20.  Ye  Ure  bought  with  a  price:  therefore 
glorify  God  in  your  body,  and  in  your  spirit,  which  are 
God's. 

1  Pet.  4.  11.  If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as  the 
oracles  of  God ;  if  any  man  minister,  let  him  do  it  as 
of  the  ability  which  God  giveth:  that  God  in  all  things 
may  be  glorified  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be 
praise  and  dominion  forever  and  ever. 

288.  Is  God  displeased  with  them  who  wUl  not  glorify 
him  7 

Dan.  5.  23.  The  God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath  is, 
and  whose  are  all  thy  ways,  hast  thou  not  glorified. 
Then  was  the  part  of  the  hand  sent  from  him ;  and  this 
writing  was  written— MENE,  MENE,  TEKEL,  UP- 
HARSIN. 

Mai.  2.  2.  If  ye  will  not  hear,  and  if  ye  will  not  lay 
it  to  heart,  to  give  glory  unto  my  name^  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  I  will  even  send  a  curse  upon  you,  and  I  will 
curse  your  blessings 

Ac.  12.  21 .  And  upon  a  set  day,  Herod  arrayed  in 
royal  apparel,,  sat  upon  his  throne,  and  made  an  ora- 
tion unto  them.  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  saying;, 
It  is  the  voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man.  And  im- 
mediately the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him,  because 
he  gave  not  God  the  glory:  and  he  was  eaten  with 
worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

289.  Will  God  be  glorified  hy  all  his  works  ? 

Num.  14.  20.  And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  pardoned 
according  to  thy  word:  But  as  truly  as  I  live,  all  the 
earth  ^lall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 
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Ps.  76.  10.  Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall  praise 
thee:  the  remainder  of  wrath  shalt  thou  restrain. 

Ps.  104.  31.  The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  endure  for- 
ever: the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

Ps.  145.  10.  All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee  O  Lord; 
and  thy  saints  shall  hless  thee.  They  shall  speak  of 
the  glory  of. thy  kingdom,  and  talk  of  thy  power;  To 
make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  his  mighty  acts,  and 
the  glorious  majesty  of  his  kingdom.

290.   h  godliness  required  and  encouraged  7 

Ps.  4.  3.  The  Lord  hath  set  apart  him  that  is  godly 
for  himself. 

1  Tim.  4.  7.  Refuse  profane  and  old  wives'  fables, 
and  exercise  thyself  rather  unto  godliness.  For  bodily 
exercise  profiteth  little:  but  godhness  is  profitable  unto 
all  things,  having  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and 
of  that  which  is  lo  come.  This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and 
worthy  of  all  acceptation. 

1  Tim.  6.  6.  But  godliness  with  contentment  is  great 
gain.  11.  Follow  afler  righteousness,  godliness,  faith, 
love,  patience,  meekness. 

Tit.  2.  1 1.  The  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation 
hath  appeared  to  all  men,  Teaching  us  that  denying 
ungodliness,  and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly, 
righteously,  and  godly,  in  this  present  world. 

2  Pet.  1.  5.  Add  to  your  faith,  virtue knowledge 

^temperance patience godliness. 

2  Pet.  2.  9.  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the 
godly  out  of  temptations. 

2  Pet.  3.  1 1.  Seeing  then  that  all  these  things  shall  be 
dissolved,  what  manner  of  persons  ought  ye  to  be  in  all 
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holy  conversation  and  godliness,  Looking  for  and  hast- 
ing unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  God. 

291.  Is  ungodliness  threatened? 

Ps.  1.  4.  The  ungodly  are  not  so:  but  are  like  the 
chaff  which  the  wind  driveth  away.  Therefore  the  un- 
godly shall  not  stand  in  judgment.

Ps.  73.  12.  Behold,  these  are  the  ungodly,  who  pros- 
per  in  the  world.  18.  Surely  thou  didst  set  them  in 
slippery  places:  thou  castedst  them  down  into  destruc- 
tion. How  are  they  brought  into  desolation,  as  in  a 
moment!  they  are  utterly  consumed  with  terrors. 

2  Pet.  2. 5.  Bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the  world  of  the 
ungodly ;  And  turning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rah into  ashes,  condemned  them  with  an  overthrow, 
making  them  an  ensample  unto  those  that  after  should 
live  ungodly. 

2  Pet.  3.  7.  The  heavens  and  the  earth  which  are 
now,  by  the  same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto 
fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  un- 
godly men. 

292.  Has  God  a  sacred  regard  for  his  law  ? 

Is.  42.  21.  He  will  magnify  the  law,  and  make  it 
honorable. 

Is.  66.  2.  To  this  man  will  I  look,  even  to  him  that  is 
poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my  word. 

Mat.  5.  17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the 
law,  or  the  prophets:  I  am  not  come  to  destroy  but  to 
fulfil.  For  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Till  heaven  and 
earth  pass  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wine  pass 
from  the  law,  till  all  be  Rilfilled.  Whosoever  therefore 
shall  break  one  of  these  least  commandments,  and  shall 
teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the  kmgdom 
of  heaven. 

Lk.  16.  17.  It  is  easier  for  heaven  and  earth  to  pass, 
than  one  tittle  of  the  law  to  fail. 
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Ac  3.  18.  But  those  things  which  God  before  had 
showed  bj  the  mouth  of  all  his  prophets,  that  Christ 
should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled.     [See  45.  and  52.] 

293.  Are  ike  law  and  service  of  God  reasonable  and 
righi  ? 

Neh.  9.  13.  Thou  earnest  down  also  upon  mount  Si- 
nai, and  spakest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  gavest 
them  right  judgments,  and  true  laws,  good  statutes  and 
commandments. 

Ps.  19.  8.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoic- 
ing the  heart:  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure, 

enlightening  the  ejes. ^The  judgments  of  the  Lord 

are  true  and  righteous  altogether.  More  to  be  desired 
are  tbej  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold :  sweeter 
also  than  honey  and  the  honey-comb.  Moreover,  by  them 
is  thy  servant  warned:  and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is 
great  reward. 

Ps.  33.  4.  The  word  of  the  Lord  is  right. 

Ps.  119.  86.  All  thy  conmiandments  are  faithful.  128. 
I  esteem  all  thy  precepts  concerning  all  things  to  be 
right;  and  I  hate  every  false  way.  144.  The  right- 
eousness of  thy  testimonies  is  everlasting. 

Lk.  17.  10.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall  have  done 
all  those  things  which  are  commanded  you,  say,  We 
are  unprofitable  servants:  we  have  done  that  which 
was  our  duty  to  do. 

Rom.  7.  12.  Wherefore  the  law  is  holy,  and  the 
commandment  holy,  and  just,  and  good.

1  am  the  Almighty  God;  walk  before  me» 
and  be  thou  perfect.

God. 
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1  K.  8.  61.  Let  your  heart  therefore  be  perfect  with 
the  Lord  oar  God,  to  walk  in  his  statutes,  and  to  keep 
his  commandments. 

Pr.  23.  17.  Be  thou  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  all  the 
daj  long. 

Mat.  5.  48.  Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect. 

Mat.  22.  37.  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 
39.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigbor  as  thyself. 

1  Cor.  10.  31.  Whether  therefore  ye  eat  or  drink, 
or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.

295.  Is  obedience  to  the  law  of  God  the  true  title  to 
eternal  life  ? 

Lev.  18.  5.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  statutes  and 
my  judgments:  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live  in  them: 
I  am  the  Lord. 

Dt.  32.  46.  Set  your  hearts  unto  all  the  words  which 
I  testify  among  you  this  day,  which  ye  shall  command 
your  children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the  words  of  this 
law.  For  it  is  not  a  vain  thing  for  you :  because  it  is  your 
life. 
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Neh.  9.  29.  They  dealt  proudly,  and  hearkened  not 
unto  thy  commandments,  but  sinned  against  thy  judg- 
ments, (which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live  in  them.) 

Ezk.  18.5.  If  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which  is 
lawful  and  right, — 8.  Hath  executed  true  judgment  be- 
tween man  and  man.  Hath  walked  in  my  statutes,  and 
hath  kept  my  judgments,  to  deal  truly;  he  is  just,  he 
shall  surely  live,  saith  the  Lord  God.  21.  If  the  wicked 
will  turn  from  all  the  sins  that  he  hath  committed,  and 
keep  all  my  statutes,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and 
right,  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

Ezk.  20.  13.  They  walked  not  in  my  statutes,  and 
they  despised  my  judgments,  which  if  a  man  do,  he 
shall  even  live  in  them. 

Mat.  7.  21.  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord. 
Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he 
that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father,  which  is  in  heaven. 

Mat.  19.  17.  If  thou  wilt  enter  into  life,  keep  the 
commandments. 

Lk.  10.  27.  And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind; 
and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself  And  he  [Jesus]  said  unto 
him,  Thou  hast  answered  right:  this  do,  and  thou  shalt 
live. 

Rom.  8.  13.  If  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die:  but 
if  ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body, 
ye  shall  live. 

I  Cor.  7.  19.  Circumcision  is  nothing,  and  uncir- 
cumcision  is  nothing,  but  the  keeping  of  the  command- 
ments of  God. 

Gal.  3,12.  The  man  that  doeth  them  shall  live  in  them. 

Gal.  6.  16.  As  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule, 
peace  be  on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of 
God. 

Rev.  22.  14.  Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  command- 
ments, that  they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and 
may  enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city. 
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296.  Is  it  wise  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God? 

Ex.  19.  5.  If  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep 
my  covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto 
me  above  all  people:  for  all  the  earth  is  mine.  And  ye 
shall  be  unto  me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  a  holy  na- 
tion. 

Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes  and 
his  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that 
it  may  go  well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after 
thee,  and  that  thou  mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  the 
earth. 

Dt.  28.  1.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  shalt 
hearken  diligently  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God, 
to  observe  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I 
command  thee  this  day :  that  the  Lord  thy  God  will  set 
thee  on  high  above  all  nations  of  the  earth :  And  all 
these  blessings  shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee, 
if  thou  shalt  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God.  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  city,  and  blessed 
shalt  thou  be  in  the  field.  Blessed  shall  be  the  fruit  of 
thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  and  the  fruit  of 
thy  cattle,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy 
sheep.  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy  store. 
Blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  bless* 
ed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  [7 — 14.  See 
also.Lev.  26.  3—13.] 

1  S.  15.  22.  And  Samuel  said,  Hath  the  Lord  as 
great  delight  in  burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices,  as  in 
obeying  the  voice  of  the  Lord?  Behold,  to  obey  is  bet- 
ter than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of 
rams. 

Ps.  25.  10.  All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and 
truth  unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant  and  his  testimo- 
nies. 

Ps.  81.  13.  O  that  my  people  had  hearkened  unto  me, 
and  Israel  had  walked  in  my  ways !  I  should  soon  have 
subdued  their  enemies,  and  turned  my  hand  against 
the  ir  adversaries.     The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have 

sub  mitted  themselves  unto  him: He  would  have  fed 
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them  also  with  the  finest  of  the  wheat:  and  with  hooey 
out  of  the  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 

Ps.  Hi.  10.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom:  a  good  understanding  have  all  they  that  do  his 
commandments. 

Pr. 3.  1.  My  son,  forget  not  my  law;  but  let  thy 
heart  keep  my  commandments:  For  length  of  days,  and 
long  life,  and  peace  shall  they  add  to  thee. 

Is.  1.  14.  If  ye  be  willing  and  obedient,  ye  shall  eat 
the  good  of  the  land:  But  if  ye  refuse  and  rebel,  ye 
shall  be  devoured  with  the  sword:  for  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Is.  48.  18.  O  that  thou  hadst  hearkened  unto  my 
commandments!  then  had  thy  peace  been  as  a  rirer, 
and  thy  righteousness  as  the  waves  of  the  sea. 

Mat.  7.  24.  Whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of 
mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man, 
which  built  his  house  upon  a  rock:  And  the  rain  de^ 
scended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  b]ew,  and 
beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded 
upon  a  rock.     [See  577.] 

297.  Has  God  threatened  those  who  disobey  his  cm- 
mands? 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not 
hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observeto 
do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes  which  I  coo* 
mand  thee  this  day :  that  all  these  curses  shall  come 
upon  thee,  and  overtake  thee:  Cursed  shalt  thou  be  in 
the  city,  and  cursed  shalt  thou  be  in  the  field.  Cursed 
shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy  store.  Cursed  shall  be  the 
fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  the  increase 
of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy  sheep.  Cursed  shalt 
thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and  cursed  shalt  thou  be 
when  thou  goest  out.  (Seethe  remainder  of  the  chap- 
ter, and  Lev.  26.  14—46.) 

1  S.  15.23.  Rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft,  and 

stubbornness  is  as  iniquity  and  idolatry. 
Mat.  5.  19.  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  A 
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these  least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he 
shall  he  called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Mat.  7.  26.  And  every  one  that  beareth  these  sayings 
of  mine,  and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a 
foolish  man,  which  built  his  house  upon  the  sand:  And 
Che  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  windtf 
'blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell:  and  great 
was  the  fall  of  it. 

Gal.  3.  10.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueth  not 
in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to 
do  them. 

298.  What  is  the  penalty  of  the  law  of  God? 

In  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou 
sbalt  surely  die.

1—4,)  Who- 
soever shall  put  away  his  wife,  let  him  give  her  a  wri- 
ting of  divorcement:  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso- 
ever shall  put  away  his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of 
fornication,  causeth  her  to  commit  adultery:  and  who- 
soever shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced,  committeth  adul- 
tery. 38.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  |(Lev. 
24.  19.)  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth. 
But  I  say  unto  you  that  ye  resist  not  evil;  but  whoso- 
ever shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him 
the  other  also.  And  if  a  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law, 
and  take  away  thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also.  43. 
Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  thou  shklt  love 
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thj  neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy:  But  I  bmj  unto 
joQ,  Love  your  enemies. 

2  Cor.  9.  11.  If  that  which  is  done  away  was  glori* 
ons,  much  more  that  which  remaineth  is  glorious. 

Gal.  9.  19.  Wherefore  then  senrethtbe  law?  It  was 
added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made.  29.  But  before 
&th  came,  we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto 
the  faith  which  should  afterwards  be  revealed.  Wher^ 
fore  the  law  was  our  school-master  to  bring  us  unto 
Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  Taith.  But  after 
that  faith  is  come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  school- 
master. 

Gal.  4.  91.  So  then,  brethren,  we  are  not  children  of 
the  bond-woman,  but  of  the  free.  Stand  fast  therefore 
in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free,  and 
be  not  entangled  again  with  the  yoke  of  bondage.  Be* 
hold,  I  Paul  say  unto  you,  that  lif  ye  be  circumcised, 
Christ  shall  profit  you  nothing.  For  I  testify  again  to 
eyery  man  that  is  circumcised,  that  he  is  a  debtor  to  do 
the  whole  law.  Christ  is  become  of  no  efiect  unto  jou, 
whosoever  of  you  are  justified  by  the  law;  ye  are  fieJlen 
from  grace.  (See  Gal.  4th  Chap,  throughout.) 

£p.  2.  1 4.  For  he  is  our  peace,  who  hath  made  both 
one,  and  hath  broken  down  the  middle  wall  of  partition 
between  us;  Having  abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity, 
even  the  law  of  commandments  contained  in  ordinan- 
ces. 

Heb.  7.  18.  For  there  is  verily  a  disannulling  of  the 
commandment  going  before,  for  the  weakness  and  un*- 
profitableness  thereof.  For  the  law  made  nothing  peiv 
feet,  but  the  bringing  in  of  a  better  hope  did;  by  the 
which  we  draw  nigh  unto  God. 

Heb.  10.  9.  He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  be  may 
establish  the  second.

If  the  witness  he  a  false  witness,  and 
hath  testified  falsely  against  his  brother;  Then  shall  ye 
do  unto  him,  as  he  had  thought  to  have  done  unto  his 
brother:  so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil  away  from  among 
you.  And  those  which  remain  shall  hear,  and  fear, 
and  shall  henceforth  commit  no  more  any  such  evil 
among  you.

301 .  'i5  there  any  precedent  and  authority  for  human 
governments  1 

Ex.  18.  25.  And  Moses  chose  able  men  out  of  all  Is- 
rael, and  made  them  heads  over  the  people,  rulers  of 
thousands,  rulers  of  hundreds,  rulers  of  fifties,  and  ru- 
lers of  tens.  And  they  judged  the  people  at  all  seasons: 
the  hard  causes  they  brought  unto  Moses,  but  every 
small  matter  they  judged  themselves. 

Num.  11.  11.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  Lord, 
Wherefore  hast  thou  afflicted  thy  servant?  and  where- 
fore have  I  not  found  favor  in  thy  sight,  that  thou  lay- 
est  the  burden  of  all  this  people  upon  me?  16.  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Gather  unto  me  seventy  men  of 
the  elders  ot  Israel,  whom  thou  knowest  to  be  the  el* 
ders  of  the  people,  and  officers  over  them;  and  bring 
them  unto  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  that  they 
may  stand  there  with  thee.  And  I  will  come  down  and 
talk  with  thee  there ;  and  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which 
is  upon  thee,  and  will  put  it  upon  them:  and  they  shall 
bear  the  burden  of  the  people  with  thee,  that  thou  bear 
it  not  thyself  alone.  [Dt.  1.  9 — 18.] 

Dt.  16.  18.  Judges  and  officers  shaltthou  make  thee 
in  all  thy  gates,  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee 
throughout  thy  tribes:  and  they  shall  judge  the  peo- 
ple with  just  judgment.

Ye  shall  not  respect 
persons  in  judgment ;  but  ye  shall  hear  the  small  as  well 
as  the  great ;  ye  shall  not  be  afraid  of  the  face  of  man ;

Dt  19.  16.  If  a  false  witness  rise  up  against  any  man 
to  testify  against  him  that  which  is  wrong;  Then  both 
the  men  between  whom  the  controversy  is  shall  stand 
before  the  Lord,  before  the  priests  and  the  judges,  which 
shall  be  in  those  days;  And  the  judges  shall  make  dili- 
gent inquisition:  and  behold,  if  the  witness  be  a  false 
witness,  and  hath  testified  falsely  against  his  brother; 
Then  shall  ye  do  unto  him,  as  he  had  thought  to  have 
done  unto  his  brother:  so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil  away 
from  among  you. 

Dt.  25.  1.  If  there  be  a  controversv  between  men. 
and  they  come  unto  judgment,  that  the  judges  may 
judge  them;  then  they  shall  justify  the  righteous,  and 
condemn  the  wicked. 

Pr.  20.  28.  Mercy  and  truth  preserve  the  king:  and 
his  throne  is  upholden  by  mercy.

Did  not  thy  fath- 
er eat  and  drink,  and  do  judgment  and  justice,  and  then 
it  was  well  with  him?  He  judged  the  cause  of  the  poor 
and  needy;  then  it  was  well  with  him:  was  not  this  to 
know  me  ?  saith  the  Lord. 

303.  What  gualificcUions  are  requtsite  in  civil  rulers  ? 

Ex.  18. 21.  Thou  shalt  provide  out  of  all  the  people, 
able  men,  such  as  fear  God,  men  of  truth,  hating  cov- 
et ousness;  and  place  such  over  them  to  be  rulers.  Dt.

2  S.  23.  3.  The  God  of  Israel  said,  the  Rock  of  Is- 
rael spake  to  me,  He  that  ruleth  over  men  must  be  just, 
ruling  in  the  fear  of  God.

Dt.  17.  9.  And  thou  shalt  come  unto  the  priests,  the 
Levites,  and  unto  the  judge  that  shall  be  in  those  days, 
and  inquire ;  and  they  shall  show  thee  the  sentence  of 
judgment :  And  thou  shalt  do  according  to  the  sentence, 
which  they  of  that  place  which  the  Lord  shall  choose 
shall  show  thee;  and  thou  shalt  observe  to  do  accord- 
ing to  all  that  they  inform  thee :  According  to  the  sen- 
tenca  of  the  law  which  they  shall  teach  thee,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  judgment  which  they  shall  tell  thee,  thou 
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shalt  do:  thou  shalt  not  decline  from  the  sentence 
which  they  shall  show  thee,  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the 
left.

And  when  they  were  come  to  Caper- 
naum, they  that  received  tribute  money,  came  to  Peter, 
and  said.  Doth  not  your  Master  pay  tribute?  He 
saith,  yes.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  Je- 
sus prevented  him,  saying.  What  thinkest  thou  Simon  i^

And  he  that 
stealeth  a  man,  and  selleth  him,  or  if  he  be  found  in 
his  hand,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  And  he  that 
curseth  his  father  or  his  mother,  shall  surely  be  put  to 
death. 

Num.  35.  30.  Whoso  killeth  any  person,  the  mur- 
derer shall  be  put  to  death  by  the  mouth  of  witnesses: 
but  one  witness  shall  not  testify  against  any  person  to 
cause  him  to  die.  Moreover,  ye  shall  take  no  satisfac- 
tion for  the  life  of  a  murderer,  which  is  guilty  of  death: 
but  he  shall  be  surely  put  to  death.    And  ye  shall  take

no  satisfaction  for  him  that  is  fled  to  the  city  of  his  ref- 
uge, that  he  should  come  again  to  dwell  in  the  land, 
until  the  death  of  the  priest.  So  ye  shall  not  pollute 
the  land  wherein  ye  are:  for  hlood  it  defileth  the  land: 
and  the  land  cannot  be  cleansed  of  the  blood  that  is 
shed  therein,  but  by  the  blood  of  him  that  shed  it.  De- 
file not  therefore  the  land  which  ye  shall  inhabit,  where- 
in I  dwell:  for  I  the  Lord  dwell  among  the  children  of 
Israel. 

Dt.  25.  1 .  If  there  be  a  controversy  between  men, 
and  they  come  unto  judgment,  that  the  judges  may 
judge  them ;  then  they  shall  justify  the  righteous,  and 
condemn  the  wicked.  And  it  shall  be,  if  the  wicked 
man  be  worthy  to  be  beaten,  that  the  judge  shall  cause 
him  to  lie  down,  and  to  be  beaten  before  his  face,  ac- 
cording to  his  fault,  by  a  certain  number.  Forty  stripes 
lie  may  give  him,  and  not  exceed:  lest  if  he  should  ex- 
ceed, and  beat  him  above  these  with  many  stripes,  then 
thy  brother  should  seem  vile  unto  thee.

11.  This  is  a  heinous  crime;  yea,  it  is  an  iniquity  to 
be  punished  by  the  judges.. 

Pr.  20.  26.  A  wise  king  scattereth  the  wicked,  and 
bringeth  the  wheel  over  them. 

Ac.  25.  10.  Then  said  Paul,  I  stand  at  Cesar's  judg- 
ment seat,  where  I  ought  to  be  judged:  to  the  Jews 
have  I  done  no  wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest.

And  above  all  things  have  fervent  char- 
ity among  yourselves:  for  charity  shall  cover  the  mul- 
titude of  sins. 

381.  Are  we  required  to  love  our  fellow  creatures? 

Lev.  19.  34.  The  strangcrthat  dwelleth  with  yon 
shall  be  unto  you  as  one   born   among  you,    and  thou

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1  Jd.  4.  7.  Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another — ^He 
that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God;  for  God  is  love.  10. 
Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  oiff 
sins.

'I'hus 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  Behold,  evil  shall  go  forth  from 
nation  to  nation,  and  a  great  whirlwind  shall  be  raised 
up  from  the  coasts  of  the  earth.  And  the  slain  of  the 
Lord  shall  be  at  that'day  from  one  end  of  the  earth  even 
unto  the  other  end  of  the  earth:  they  shall  not  be  la- 
mented, neither  gathered,  nor  buried;  they  shall  be- 
dung  upon  the  ground. 
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Ezk.  38.  [An  account  of  the  general  gathering  of 
the  nations  under  Gog,  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel 
which  concludes  thus.]  21.  And  I  will  call  for  a  sword 
against  him  throughout  all  my  mountains,  saith  the  Lord 
God:  every  man's  sword  shall  be^against  his  brother.  And 
I  will  plead  against  him  with  pestilence  and  with  blood. 

Ezk.  39. 1.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  am 
against  thee,  O  Gog,  the  chief  prince  of  Meshech  and 
Tubal:  And  I  will  turn  thee  back,  and  leave  but  the 
sixth  part  of  thee,  and  will  cause  thee  to  come  up  from 
the  north  parts,  and  will  bring  thee  upon  the  mountains 
of  Israel:  And  I  will  smite  thy  bow  out  of  thy  lefthanll, 
and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall  out  of  thy  right  hand. 
Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  thou,  and 
all  thy  bands,  and  the  people  that  is  wilh  thee:  I  will 
give  thee  unto  the  ravenous  birds  of  every  sort,  and  to 
the  beasts  of  the  field,  to  be  devoured.  Thou  shalt  fall 
upon  the  open  field:  for  I  have  spoken  it,  saith  the  Lord 
God.  And  I  will  send  a  fire  on  Magog,  and  among 
them  that  dwAll  carelessly  in  the  isles:  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  So  will  I  make  my  holy 
nnme  known  in  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel;  and  I 
will  not  let  them  pollute  my  holy  name  any  more:  and 
the  heathen  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  the  Holy 
one  in  Israel.  Behold  it  is  come,  and  it  is  done,  saith 
the  Lord  God ;  this  is  the  day  whereof  I  have  spoken. 
And  they  that  dwell  in  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go  forth 
and  shall  set  on  fire  and  bum  the  weapons,  both  the 
shields  and  the  bucklers,  the  bows  and  the  arrows,  and 
the  head  staves,  and  the  spears,  and  they  shall  bum 
them  with  fire  seven  years:  so  that  they  shall  take  no 
wood  out  of  the  field,  neither  cut  down  any  out  of  the 
forests;  for  they  shall  burn  the  weapons  with  fire.  12. 
And  seven  months  shall  the  house  of  Israel  be  burying 
of  them,  that  they  may  cleanse  the  Land.  17.  Speak 
unto  every  feathered  fowl,  and  to  every  beast  ot  the 
field.  Assemble  yourselves,  and  come;  gather  your- 
aelves  on  every  side  to  my  sacrifice  that  I  do  sacrifice 
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for  jou,  even  a  great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of  Is- 
rael, that  ye  may  eat  flesh,  and  drink  blood. 

Dan.  12.  1.  And  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up, 
the  great  prince  which  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy 
people:  and  there  shall  be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as 
never  was  since  there  was  a  nation  even  to  that  same 
time :  and  at  that  time  thy  people  shall  be  delivered, 
every  one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  book. 

Joel  3.  9.  Proclaim  ye  this  among  the  Gentiles;  Pre- 
pare war,  wake  up  the  mighty  men,  let  all  the  men  of 
war  draw  near;  let  them  come  up:  13.  Put  ye  in  the 
sickle,  for  the  harvest  is  ripe:  come,  get  you  down; 
for  the  press  is  full,  the  fats  overflow,  for  their  wicked- 
ness is  great.  Multitudes,  multitudes  in  the  valley  of 
decision:  £ot  the  day  of  the  Lord  is  near  in  the  valley 
of  decision.  The  sun  and  the  moon  shall  be  darkened, 
end  the  stars  shall  withdraw  their  shining.  The  Lord 
also  shall  roar  out  of  Zion,  aud  utter  his  voice  from  Je- 
rusalem; and  the  heavens  and  the  earth  shall  shake: 

but  the  Lord  will  be  the  hope  of  bis  people. So  shall 

je  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  your  God  dwelling  in  ZioD 
my  holy  mountain:  then  shall  Jerusalem  be  holy,  and 
there  shall  no  strangers  pass  through  her  any  more.  18. 

Zep.  3.  8.  My  determination  is  to  gather  the  natione 
'—to  pour  upon  them  mine  indignation,  even  all  mj 
fierce  anger:  for  all  the  earth  shall  be  devoured  with 
the  fire  of  my  jealousy.  For  then  will  I  turn  to  the 
people  a  pure  language,  that  they  may  all  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  to  serve  him  with  one  consent. 

Mai.  4.  1.  For  behold,  the  day  cometh,  that  shall 
bum  as  an  oven;  and  all  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that  de 
wickedly,  shall  be  stubble:  and  the  day  that  cometh 
shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shall 
leave  them  neither  root  nor  branch.  But  unto  you  that 
fear  my  name,  shall  the  Sun  of  righteousness  arise 
with  healing  in  his  wings;  and  ye  shall  go  forth,  and 
£row  up  as  calves  of  the  stall.  And  ye  shall  tread 
down  the  wicked;  for  they  shall  be  ashes  under  the 
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sole^  of  your  feet  in  the  day  that  I  shall  do  this,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts.     Rev.  3.  10. 

Rev.  16.  17.  And  the  seventh  angel  poured  out  his 
vial  into  the  air;  and  there  came  a  great  voice  out  of 
the  temple  of  heaven,  from  the  throne,  saying,  It  is 
done.  And  there  Were  voices,  and  thunders,  and  light- 
nings; and  there  was  a  great  earthquake,  such  as  was 
not  since  men  were  upon  the  earth,  so  mighty  an  earth- 
quake, and  so  great.  And  the  gk*eat  city  was  divided 
into  three  parts,  and  the  cities  of  the  nations  fell:  and 
great  Babylon  came  into  remembrance  before  God,  td 
give  unto  her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of  the  fierceness  of 
his  wrath..

Rev.  19.  [Contains  a  description  of  a  general  de- 
struction of  the  kings  of  the  earth  and  their  armies,  by 
one  who  sat  on  a  white  horse,  which  concludes  thus.] 
^1.  And  the  remnant  were  slain  with  the  sword  of  him 
that  sat  upon  the  horse,  which  sword  proceeded  out  of 
his  mouth:  and  all  the  fowls  were  filled  with  their  flesh. 
And  I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit  and  a  great  chain  in  his 
hand.  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  ser- 
pent, which  is  the  Devil  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a 
thousand  years.     [See  429.] 

419.  Will  there  be  a  general  desimctian  of  the  wicked 
during  these  judgments  ? 

Pr.  2.  21.  For  the  upright  shall  dwell  in  the  land,  and 
the  perfect  shall  remain  in  it.  But  the  wicked  shall  be 
cut  off  from  the  earth,  and  the  transgressors  shall  be 
rooted  out  of  it. 

Is.  2.  12.  The  day  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  be 
upon  every  one  that  is  proud  and  lofty  ■■■■and  he  shall 
be  brought  low. 

Is.  13.  9.  Behold,  the  day  of  the  Lord  cometh,  cruel 
both  with  wrath  and  fierce  anger,  to  lay  the  land  deso-* 
late:  and  he  shall  destroy  the  sinners  thereof  out 
of  it. 
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Is.  94.  2.  The  indignation  of  the  Lord  is  upon  all 
nations,  and  his  fury  upon  all  their  armies:  he  hath 
utterly  destroyed  them. 

Jer.  25.  31.  The  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with  the 
nations,  he  will  plead  with  all  flesh;  he  will  give  them 
that  are  wicked  to  the  sword. 

Zep.  1.2.  I  will  utterly  consume  all  things  from  off 
the  land,  saith  the  Lord.  I  will  consume  man  and 
beast and  the  stumbling  blocks  with  the  wicked. 

Zep.  3.  8.  All  the  earth  shall  be  devoured  with  the 
fire  of  my  jealousy.  12.  I  will  also  leave  in  the  midst 
of  thee  an  afflicted  and  poor  people,  and  they  shall 
trust  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  The  remnant  of  Israel 
shall  not  do  iniquity. 

Mai.  4.  1 .  All  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do  wick- 
edly, shall  be  stubble:  and  the  day  that  cometh  shall 
burn  them  up. 

Rev.  11.  13.  And  the  same  hour  was  there  a  great 
earthquake,  and  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  fell,  and  in 
the  earthquake  were  slain  of  men  seven  thousand :  and 
the  remnant  were  affrighted,  and  gave  glory  to  the 
God  of  heaven. 

420.  Will  saints  rgoice  in  view  of  the  triumph  of 
Christ  over  his  and  their  enemies  7 

Ps.  58.  9.  He  shall  take  them  away  as  with  a  whirl-- 
wind,  both  living,  and  in  his  wrath.  The  righteous 
ahall  rejoice  when  he  seeth  the  vengeance:  he  shall 
wash  his  feet  in  the  blood  of  the  wicked. 

Is.  24.  13.  When  thus  it  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  the 
land  among  the  people,  there  shall  be  as  the  shaking  of 
an  olive  tree,  and  as  the  gleaning-grapes  when  the 
vintage  is  done.  They  shall  lift  up  their  voice,  they 
shall  sing  for  the  majesty  of  the  Lord,  they  shall  cry 
aloud  from  the  sea.  Wherefore  glorify  ye  the  Lord  in 
the  fires,  even  the  name  of  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  in 
the  isles  of  the  sea.  From  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth  have  we  heard  songs,  even  glory  to  the  righteous,

Rev.  18.  20.  Rejoice  over  her,  thou  heaven,  and  ye 
holy  apostles  and  prophets;  for  God  hath  avenged  you 
on  her. 

Rev.  19.  1.  I  beard  a  great  voice  of  much  people  in

that  the  Lord  shall  set  his  hand  again  the  second 
time  to  recover  the  remnant  of  his  people,  which 
shall  he  lef\,  from  Assyria,  and  from  Egypt^^  and 
from  Pathros,  and  from  Cush,  and  from  Elam,  and 
from  Sbinar,  and  from  Hamath,  and  from  the  islands  of 
the  sea.  And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations, 
and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather 
together  the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the  four  corners 
of  the  earth.  The  envy  also  of  Ephraim  shall  depart, 
and  the  adversaries  of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off:  Ephraim 
shall  not  envy  Judah,  and^Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.

At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerufialem 
the  throne  of  the  Lord ;  and  all  the  nations  shall  be 
gathered  unto  it,  to  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  Jerusar- 
lem:  neither  shall  they  walk  any  more  after  the  imagi- 
nation of  their  evil  heart.  !n  those  days  the  house  of 
Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of  Israel,  and  they 
shall  come  together  out  of  the  land  of  the  north  to  the 
land  thai  I  have  given  for  an  inheritance  unto  youv 
fathers. 

Jer.  23.  7.  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
ihat  they  shall  no  more  say.  The  Lord  liveth,  which 
brought  up  the  children  of.  Israel  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt;  But,  The  Lord  liveth,  which  brought  up  and 
which  led  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel  out  of  th0 
north  country,  and  from  all  countries  whither  I  had 
driven  them;  and  they  shall  dwell  in  their  own  land 

Ezk.  36  10.  And  I  will  multiply  men  upon  you,  all 
the  house  of  Israel,  even  all  of  it. 

Ezk-  37  16.  Moreover,  thou  son  of  man,  take  thee 
<iae  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For  Judah,   and   for  thi& 
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children  of  Israel' his  companions:  then  take  another 
stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of  £pli- 
raim,  and  for  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  companions: 
And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  sticks  and  thej 
shall  become  one  in  thy  hand.  And  when  the  children 
of  thy  people  shall  speak  unto  thee,  saying.  Wilt  thou 
not  show  us  what  thou  meanest  by  these?  Say  unto 
them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  will  take  the 
stick  of  Joseph,  which  is  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the 
tribes  of  Israel  his  fellows,  and  will  put  them  with  him, 
even  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  and  make  them  one  stick, 
and  they  shall  be  one  in  my  hand.  And  thy  sticks 
whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy  hand  before  their 
eyes.  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God; 
Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from  among 
the  heathen,  whither  they  be  gone,  and  will  gather 
them  on  every  side,  and  bring  them  into  their  own  land: 
And  I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the  land  upon  the 
mountains  of  Israel ;  and  one  king  shall  be  king  to  them 
all:  and  they  shall  be  no  more  two  nations,  neither 
shall  they  be  divided  into  two  kingdoms  any  more  at 
all.  Neither  shall  they  defile  themselves  any  more  with 
their  idols,  nor  with  their  detestable  things,  nor  with 
any  of  their  transgressions:  25.  And  they  shall  dwell  in 
the  land  that  I  have  given  unto  Jacob  my  servant, 
wherein  your  fathers  have  dwelt, — even  they,  and  their 
children,  and  their  children's  children  forever.  26 — 28. 

Hos.  1.  10.  The  number  of  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  meas- 
ured nor  numbered ^Then  shall  the  children  o^  Ju- 
dah and  the  children  of  Israel  be  gathered  together,, 
and  appoint  themselves  one  head,  and  they  shall  come 
up  out  of  the  land :  for  great  shall  be  the  day  of  Jez- 
reel. 

Mic.  2.  12.  I  will  surely  assemble,  O  Jacob,  all  of 
thee ;  I  will  surely  gather  the  remnant  of  Israel ;  I  will 
put  them  together  as  the  sheep  of  Bozrah,  as  the  fiock 
in  the  midst  of  their  fold :  they  shall  make  great  noise 
by  reason  of  the  multitude  of  men.  13. 
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Zee.  10,  6.  And  I  will  strengthen  the  house  of  Ju- 
dah,  and  will  save  the  house  of  Joseph,  and  I  will  hring 
them  again  to  place  them;  for  I  have  mercy  upon  them: 
and  they  shall  be  as  though  I  had  not  cast  them  off: 
for  I  am  the  Lord  their  God,  and  will  hear  them.  And 
they  of  Ephraim  shall  be  like  a  mighty  man,  and  their 
heart  shall  rejoice  as  through  wine:  yea,  their  children 
shall  see  it,  and  be  glad;  their  heart  shall  rejoice  in  the 
Lord.  I  will  hiss  for  them,  and  gather  them;  for  I  have 
redeemed  them:  and  they  shall  increase  as  they  have  in- 
creased.

to  thy  seed  forever.  17,  Arise,  walk  through  the  land 
in  the  length  of  it  and  in  the  breadth  of  it;  for  I  will 
give  it  unto  thee.

I  am  the  Lord  God  of  Abraham  thy  fa- 
ther, and  the  God  of  Isaac:  the  land  whereon  thou 
liest,  to  thee  will  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed.

427.  Were  the  Jewish  progenitors  promised  a  very  nu- 
tnerous  seed? 

Gen.  13.  16.  And  I  will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of 
the  earth:  so  that  if  a  man  can  number  the  dust  of  the 
earth,  then  shall  thy  seed  also  be  numbered.     Gen.  15. 
5,  and  22.  17. 
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Gen.  26.  4.  And  I  will  make  ihj  seed  to  multiply  as 
the  stars  of  heaven. 

Gen.  28.  14.  And  thy  seed  shall  he  as  the  dust  of  the 
earth;  and  thou  shalt  spread  abroad  to  the  west,  and  to 
the  east,  and  to  the  north,  and  to  the  south.  Num. 
23.  10. 

Hos.  1.  10.  The  number  of  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  meas- 
ured nor  numbered. 

428.  Will  the  Jews  yet  possess  the  whole  of  Pahs-' 
tine? 

Is.  11.  14.  They  shall^  fly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
Philistines  toward  the  west ;  they  shall   spoil  them  of 
the  east  together:  they  shall  lay  their  hand  uponEdom 
and  Moab;  and  the    children  of -Ammon   shall  obey 
them. 

Amos  9.  11.  In  that  day  I  will  raise  up  the  taberna-

Jer.  30.  7.  Alas!  for  that  day  is  great,  so  that  none 
is  like  it:  it  is  even  the  time  of  Jacob's  trouble,  but  he 
shall  be  saved  out  of  it.  11.  Though  I  make  a  full 
end  of  all  nations  whither  1  have  scattered  thee,  yet  will 
I  not  make  a  full  end  of  thee:  but  I  will  correct  thee  in 
measure. 

Is.  11.  14.  They  shall  spoil  them  of  the  east  together: 
they  shall  lay  their  hand  upon  Edom  and  Moab. 

Ezk.  20.  33.  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely 
with  a  mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched -out  arm,  and 
with  fury  poured  out,  will  I  rule  over  you :  And  I  will 
bring  you  out  from  the  people,  and  will  gather  you  out 
of  the  countries  wherein  ye  are  scattered,  with  a  migh- 
ty hand,  and  with  a  'stretched-out  arm,  and  with  fury 
poured  out.  And  I  will  bring  you  into  the  wilderness 
of  the  people,  and  there  will  I  plead  with  you  face  to 
face.  Like  as  I  pleaded  with  your  fathers  in  the  wil- 
derness of  the  land  of  Egypt,  so  will  I  plead  with  you, 
saith  the  Lord  God.

And  I  will  purge  out  from  among  you  the 
rebels,  and  them  that  transgress  against  me:  I  will 
bring  them  forth  out  of  the  country  where  they  sojourn, 
and  they  shall  not  enter  into  the  land  of  Israel:  ai^d  ye 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

Ezk.  38.  8.  In  the  latter  years  thou  [Gog]  shalt 
come  into  the  land  that  is  brought  back  from  the  sword, 
and  is  gathered  out  of  many  people,  against  the  moun- 
tains of  Israel,  which  have  been  always  waste:  but  it  is 
brought  forth  out  of  the  nations,  and  they  shall  dwell 
safely  all  of  them.  Thou  shalt  ascend  and  come  like  a 
storm,  thou  shalt  be  like  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land,  thou, 
and  all  thy  bands,  and  many  people  with  thee.

prey;  to  turn  thy  hand   upon  the  desolate  places  that 
are  now  inhabited,  and  upon  the  people  that  are  gath- 
ered out  of  the  nations,  which  have  gotten  cattle  and 
goods,  that  dwell   in  the   midst  of  the  land.     16.  And 
thou  shait  come  up  against   my  people  of  Israel,  as  a 
cloud  to  cover  the  land;  it  shall  be  in  the  latter  days, 
and  1  will  bring  thee  against  my  land,  that  the  heathen 
may  know  me,  when  1  shall  be  sanctified   in  thee,  O 
Gog,  before  their  eyes.     21.  And   I   will  call   for  a 
sword  against  him  throughout  all  my  mountains,  saith 
the  Lord  God:  every  man's  sword  shall  be  against  his 
brother.     And  I  will  plead  against  him  with  pestilence 
and  blood.     Ch.   39.  v.  4.     And  thou  shalt  fall  upon 
the  mountains  of  Israel,   thou,   and  all  thy  lands,  and 
the  people  that  is  with  thee.     21.  And  I  will  set  my 
glory  among  the  heathen,  and  all  the  heathen  shall  see 
my  judgment  that  I  have  executed,  and  my  hand  that  I 
have  laid   upon  them.     So  the  house  of  Israel  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  God  from  that  day  for- 
ward.   And  the  heathen   shall  know  that  the  house  of 
Israel  went  into  captivity  for  their  iniquity:  because 
they  trespassed  against  me,   therefore  hid  I  my  face 
from  them,  and  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  their  ene- 
mies: 80  fell  they  all  by  the  sword.     According  to  their 
tincleannesses  and  according  to  their  transgressions 
have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my  face  from  them 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Now  will  I  bring 
again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy  upon  the 
whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my  holy 
name;  Afler  that  they  have  borne  their  shame,  and  all 
their  trespasses. 

Joel  3.  1.  For  behold,  in  those  days  and  in  that  time, 
when  I  shall  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Judah  and 
Jerusalem,  I  will  also  gather  all  nations,  and  will  bring 
them  down  into  the  valley  of  Jehosaphat,  and  will  plead 
with  them  there  for  my  people  and  for  my  heritage  Is*

But  they  know  not  the  thoughts 
of  the  Lord,  neither  understand  they  his  counsel :  for 
he  shall  gather  them  as  the  sheaves  into  the  £oor. 
Arise  and  thresh,  O  daughter  of  Zion:  for  I  will  make 
thy  horn  iron,  and  I  will  make  thy  hoofs  brass:  and 
thou  shalt  beat  in  pieces  many  people:  and  I  will  con- 
secrate their  gain  unto  the  Lord. 

Zee.  12.  2.  Behold,  I  will  make  Jerusalem  a  cup  of 
trembling  unto  all  the  people  round  about,  when  they 
shall  be  in  the  siege  both  against  Judah  and  against 
Jerusalem.  And  in  that  day  will  I  make  Jerusalem  a 
burdensome  stone  for  all  people:  all  that  burden  them- 
selves with  it  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  though  all  the  peo- 
ple of  the  earth  be  gathered  together  against  it.  6.

and  fight  against  those  nations,  as  when  he  fought  in 
the  day  of  battle.  12.  And  this  shall  be  the  plague 
wherewith  the  Lord  shall  smite  all  the  people  that  have 
fought  against  Jerusalem;  Their  flesh  shall  consume 
away  while  they  stand  upon  their  feet,  and  their  eyes 
shall  consume  away  in  their  holes,  and  their  tongues 
shall  consume  away  in  their  mouths.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  great  tumult  from  the 
Lord  shall  be  among  them;  and  they  shall  lay  hold 
every  one  on  the  hand  of  his  neighbor,  and  his  hand 
shall  rise  up*  against  the  hand  of  his  neighbor.

Is.  27.  7.  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those- 
that  smote  him?  9.  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniquity 
of  Jacob  be  purged ;  and  this  is  all  the  fruit  to  take 
away  his  sin. 

•  Jer.  31.  18.  I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoan- 
ing himself  thus;  Thou  hast  chastised  me,  and  I  was 
chastised,  as  a  bullock  unaccustomed  to  the  yoke:  turn 
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thou  me,  and  I  shall  be  turned;  fev  thou  art  the  Lord 
my  God.  Surely  after  that  I  was  turned,  I  repented; 
and  after  that  I  was  instructed,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh: 
I  was  ashamed,  yea,  even  confounded,  because  I  did 
bear  the  reproach  of  my  youth.  Is  Ephraim  my  dear 
Bon.^  is  he  a  pleasant  chUd.^  for  since  I  spake  against 
him,  I  do  earnestly  remember  him  stiU:  therefore  my 
bowels  are  troubled  for  him;  I  will  surely  have  mercy 
upon  him,  saith  the  Lord.  31.  Behold,  the  days  come, 
iaith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  make  a  new  covenant  with 
the  house  of  Israel,  and  with  the  house  of  Judah:  Not 
according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made  with  their  fath- 
ers, in  the  day  thaA  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to  bring 
them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  which  my  covenant 
they  brake,  although  I  was  a  husband  unto  them,  saith 
the  Lord:  But  this  shall  be  the  covenant  that  I  will 
inake  with  the  house  of  Israel ;  After  those  days,  saith 
the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and 
write  it  in,  their  h,eajrt&;,  and  will  be  their  God,  andth.e^ 
shall  be  my  people.  And  they  shall  teach  no  more  er^ 
ery  man  his  neighbor,  and  every  man  his  brother,  say- 
ing, Know  the  Lord:  for  they  shall  all  know  me,  from 
the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the 
Lord:  for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  I  will  re- 
member their  sin  no  more.

Ezk.  36.  24.  For  I  will  take  you  from  amons  the- 
heathen,  and  gather  you  out  of  ail  countries,  and  will 
bring  you  into  your  own  land.  Then  will  I  sprinkle 
clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean:  from  M 
your  filthiness,  and  from  all  your  idols,  will  I  cleanse 
you.  A  new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new 
spirit  will  I  put  within  you :  and  I  will,  take  a^way  tb^- 
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stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh,  and  I  will  give  you  a 
heart  of  flesh.  And  I  will  put  my  Spirit  within  you, 
and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  ye  shall 
keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them.

For  if  thou  wert  cut  out  of 
the  olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature,  and  wert  graflTert 
contrary  to  nature   into  a  good  olive-tree;  how  much 
more  shall    these,  which  be  the   natural  branches,    be 
grafted   into  their  own   olive-tree?     Fof  I  would  not, 
brethren,  that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this   mystery, 
(lest  ye  should  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits)  that  blindi- 
ness  in  part  is  happened  to  Israel,  until  the  fullness  of* 
the  Gentiles  be    come  in.     And  so  all  Israel   shall  be 
saved:  as  it  is  written,  There  shall   come  out  of  Sio« 
the  Deliverer,  and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness  fromi 
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Jacob:  For  this  is  my  covenant   unto  them,   when  I 
shall  take  away  their  sins. 

2  Cor.  3.  15.  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses  i* 
read,  the  vail  is  upon  theii*  heart.  Nevertheless,  whea 
it  shall  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  vail  shall  be  taken  away.

It  is  required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be 
found  faithful.

Moreover,  he  must 
have  a  good  report  of  them  that  are  without;  lest  he 
fall  into  reproach  and  the  snare  of  the  devil. 

2  Tim.  2.  2.  The  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me 
among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faith- 
ful men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also.  24.  The 
servant  of  the  Lord  must  not  strive ;  but  be  gentle  unto 
all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient;  In  meekness  instructing 
those  that  oppose  themselves. 

Tit.  1.  6.  If  any  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one 
wife,  having  faithful  children,  not  accused  of  riot,  or 
unruly.  For  a  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  stew- 
ard of  God:  not  self-willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to 
wine,  no  striker,  not  given  to  filthy  lucre;  but  .a  lover 
of  hospitality,  a  lover  of  good  men,  sober,  just,  holy, 
temperate ;  Holding  fast  the  faithful  word  as  he  hath 
been  taught,  that  he  may  he  able  by  sound  doctrine 
both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gainsayers. 

In  all  things  showing  thyself  a  pattern  of 
good  works:  in  doctrine  showing  uncorruptness,  grav- 
ity, sincerity,  Sound  speech,  that  cannot  be  condemn- 
ed; that  he  that  is  of  the  contrary  part  may  be 
ashamed,  iiaving  no  evil  thing  to  say  of  you.

And  they 
shall  fight  against  thee;  but  they  shall  not  prevail 
against  thee;  for  I  am  with  thee,  saith  the  Lord/  to 
deliver  thee. 

And  thou,  son  of  man,  be  not  afraid  of 
them,  neither  be  afraid  of  their  words,  though  briar» 
and  thorns  be  with  thee,  and  thou  dost  dwell  among 
scorpions:  be  not  afraid  of  their  words,  nor  be  dismay* 
ed  at  their  looks,  though  they  be  a  rebellious  house. 
And  thou  shalt  speak  my  words  unto  them,  whether  they 
will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  forbear:  for  they  are 
most  rebellious. 

Mat.  10  28.  Fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but 
are  not  able  to  kill  the  soul:  but  rather  fear  him  which 
is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell.

And  he  answered,  I  have  not  troubled 
Israel;  but  thou,  and  thy  father's  house,  in  that  ye  have 
forsaken  the  commandments  of  the  Lord,  and  thou  hast 
followed  Baalim. 

1  K.  21.  20.  And  Ahab  said  to  Elijah,  Hast  thou 
found  me,  O  mine  enemy?  And  he  answered,  I  have 
found  thee:  because  thou  hast  sold  thyself  to  work  evil 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.

Therefore,  seeing  we  have  this  minis- 
try, as  we  have  received  mercy,  we  faint  not;  But  havi& 
renounced  the  hidden  things  of  dishonesty;  not  walking^ 
in  craftiness,  nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceitfully;

selves to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.

ter that  wd  had  suffered  before  nnd  were  shamefully 
entreated,  as  ye  know,  atjPhiilippi,  we  were  bold  inoup 
God  to  speak  unto  you  the  gospel  of  God  with  much 
contention.  For  our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit,  nor 
of  uncleanness,  nor  in  guile;  But  as  we  were  allowed  of 
God  to  be  put  in  trust  with-the  gospel,  even  so  we  speak;

For  neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering  words,  as  ye 
know,  nor  a  cloak  of  covetousness;  God  is  witness:  Nor 
of  men  sought  we  glory,  neither-of  you,  nor  yet.  of  oth- 
ers, when  we  might  have  been  burdensome,  as  the 
apostles  of  Christ.  But  we  were,  gentle  among  you, 
even  as  a  nurse  cherisheth  her  children:  So  being  af- 
fectionately desirous  of  you,  we  were  willing  to  have 
imparted  unto  you,  not  the  gospel  of  God  only,  but  al- 
so our  own  souls,  because  ye  were  dear  unto  us.  For 
ye  remember,  brethren,  Our  labor  and  travail:  for  la- 
boring night  and  day,  because  we  would  not  be  charge- 
able unto  nny  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you  the 
gospel  of  God.     10.— 12. 

1  Tim.  1.18.  This  charge  I  commit  unto  thee,  son 
Timothy,  according  to  the  prophecies  which  went  be- 
fore on  thee,  that  thou  by  them  mightest  war  a  good 
warfare. 

2  Tim^  4;  7.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  fin- 
ished my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith.     [Sec  570.] 

442.  Ou'^lit  ministers  andutJters  ta  avoid  giving  need'

But  none 
of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear 
unto  myself,  so  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with  joy, 
and  the  ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

Rom.  8.  17.  Heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs  with 
Christ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we  may 
be  also  glorified  together.  36.  As  it  is  written,  for  thy 
sake  we  are  killed  all  the  day  long;  we  are  accounted 
as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

1  Cor.  4.  9.  God  hath  set  forth  us  the  apostles  last, 
as  it  were  appointed  unto  death.  11.  Even  to  this 
present  hour  we  both  hunger,  and  thirst,  and  are  na- 
ked, and  are  buffeted,  and  have  no  certain  dwelling- 
place;  And  labor,  working  with  our  own  hands.  Being 
reviled,  we  bless;  being  persecuted,  we  suffer  it: 
being  defamed,  we  entreat:  we  are  made   a?  the  filth 
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of  the  world,  and  are  the  offscouring  of  all  things  unto 
this  day. 

2  Cor.  1.  5.  For  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound 
in  us,  so  our  consolation  also  aboundeth  by  Christ. 

2  Cor.  4.  8.  We  are  troubled  on  every  side,  yA  not 
distressed;  we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  despair;  Per- 
secuted, but  not  forsaken;  cast  down,  but  not  destroy- 
ed; Always  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made 
manifest  in  our  body.  For  we  which  live  are  always 
delivered  unto  death  for  Jesus'  sake. 

S  Cor.  6.  4.  In  all  things  approving  ourselves  as  the 
ministers  of  God,  in  much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in 
necessities,  in  distresses.  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments, 
in  tumults,  in  labors,  in  watchings,  in  fastings:  8.  By 
honor  and  dishonor,  by  evil  report  and  good  report;  as 
deceivers,  and  yet  true ;  As  unknown,  and  yet  well 
known;  as  dying,  and  behold,  we  live;  as  chastened, 
and  not  killed;  As  sorrowful,  yet  always  rejoicing;  as 
poor,  yet  making  many  rich;  as  having  nothing,  yet 
possessing  all  things.

Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I 
stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I 
have  been  in  the  deep:  In  joumeyings  of^en,  in  perils 
of  waters,  in  perils  oi  robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own 
countrymen,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the 
city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in 
perils  among  false  brethren.  In  weariness  and  painful- 
ness,  in  watchings  oflen,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fast- 
ings oflen,  in  cold  and  nakedness.  S2,  In  Damascus 
the  governor  under  Aretas  the  king  kept  the  city  of  the 
Damascenes  with  a  garrison,  desirous  to  apprehend 
me:  And  through  a  window  in  a  basket  was  I  let  down 
by  the  wall,  and  escaped  his  hands. 

Gal.  1.  10.  If  I  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not  be  the 
servant  of  Christ. 
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Gal.  5.  11 .  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  jet  preach  circum* 
cision,  why  do  I  yet  suffer  persecution?  then  is  the  oi^ 
fence  of  the  cross  ceased. 

1  Th.  3.  3.  That  no  man  should  be  moved  by  these 
afflictions:  for  yourselves  know  that  we  are  appointed 
thereunto.  For  verily,  when  we  were  with  you,  we 
told  you  before  that  we  should  suffer  tribulation;  even 
as  it  came  to  pass,  and  ye  know. 

2  Tim.  2.  3.  Thou  therefore  endure  hardness,  as  a 
good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  9.  I  [Paul]  suffer  trouble, 
as  an  evil-doer,  even  unto  bonds. 

2  Tim.  3.  12.  All  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus 
shall  suffer  persecution. 

Heb.  11.  36.  Others  had  trial  of  cruel  mockings  and 
scourgings,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  imprisonment: 
They  were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder,  were 
tempted,  were  slain  with  the  sword:  they  wandered 
about  in  sheep-skins,  and  goat-skins;  being  destitute, 
afflicted,  tormented;  (Of  whom  the  world  was  not  wor- 
thy:) they  wandered  in  deserts,  and  in  mountains,  and 
in  dens  and  caves  ot  the  earth. 

Rev.  7.  14.  These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great 
tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made 
them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

445.  Will  God  reward  the  persecuted,  and  humble  their 
persecutors  before  him  and  them  ? 

Ps.  37.  12.  The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just,  and 
gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth.  The  Lord  shall 
laugh  at  him:  for  he  seeth  that  his  day  is  coming.

Dan.  12.  3.  They  that  be  wise,  shall  shine  as  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  they  that  turn  many 
to  righteousness,  as  the  stars  forever  and  ever. 

Mat  28.  20.  Lo,  1  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world. 

Lk.  21.  15.  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdom, 
which  all  your  adversaries  shall  not  be  able  to  gainsay 
nor  resist. 

1.  Th.  2.  19.  For  what  is  our  hope,  or  joy,  or  crown 
of  rejoicing?  Are  not  even  ye  in  the  presence  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  his  coming.  For  ye  are  our  glory 
and  joy.

Am.  2.  1 1 .  I  raised  up  of  your  sons  for  prophets,  and 

of  your  young  men  for  Nazarites ^But  ye  gave  the 

Nazarites   wine  to  drink;  and   commanded  the  proph- 
ets, saying,  Prophesy  not. 

Am.  7.  12.  Amaziah  said  unto  Amos,  O  thou  Seer, 
go  flee  thee  away  into  the  land  of  Judah,  and  there  eat 
bread  and  prophesy  there :  But  prophesy  not  again  any 
more  at  Beth-el:  for  it  is  the  king's  chapel,  and  it  is 
the  king's  court. 

Ac.  4.  18.  And  they  called  them,  and  commanded 
them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach,  in  the  name  of 
Jesus. 

453  Are  ministers  required  to  guard  against  corruj^^ 
tion  1 

Ez.  2.  8.  But  thou.  Son  of  man,  hear  what  I  say 
unto  thee;  Be  not  thou  rebellious  like  that  rebellious 
house. 

Mat.  10.  16.  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in 
the  midst  of  wolves:  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents, 
and  harmless  as  doves.     But  beware  of  men. 

1  Tim.  4.  16.  Take  heed  unto  thyself,  and  unto  the 
doctrine;  continue  in  them:  for  in  doing  this  thou 
shalt  both  save  thyself,  and  them  that  hear  thee.

But  they  refused  to  hearken,  and  pulled 
away  the  shoulder,  and  stopped  their  ears,  that  they 
should  not  hear.  Yea,  they  made  their  hearts  as  an 
adamant  stone,  lest  they  should  hear  the  law,  and  the 
words  which  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sent  in  his  Spirit 
by  the  former  prophets.

For  I  know  this,  that  after  my  depart- 
ing shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  spar-

O  my  people,  they  which  lead  thee  caqse 
thee  to  err,  and  destroy  the  way  of  thy  paths. 

Is.  9.  15.  The  prophet  that  teacheth  lies,  he  is  the 
tail.  For  the  leaders  of  this  p«ople  cause  them  to  err; 
and  they  that  are  led  of  them  are  destroyed. 

Is.  56.  10.  His  watchmen  are  blind:  they  are  all  ig- 
norant, they  are  all  dumb  dogs,  they  cannot  bark; 
sleeping,  and  lying  down,  loving  to  slumber.  Yea,  they 
are  greedy  dogs  which  can  never  have  enough,  and  they 
are  shepherds  that  cannot  understand:  they  all  look  to 
their  own  way,  every  one  for  his  gain,  from  his  quar- 
ter. 

Jer.  23.  14.  I  have  seen  also  in  the  prophets  of  Je- 
rusalem a  horrible  thing:  they  commit  adultery,  and 
walk  in  lies:  they  strengthen   also  the   hands  of  evil 

doers,  that  none  doth  return  from  his  wickedness 

From  the  prophets  of  Jerusalem  is  profaneness  gone 
forth  into  all  the  land.  S2.  Behold,  I  am  against  them 
that  prophesy  false  dreams,  saith  the  Lord,  and  do  tell 
them,  and  cause  my  people  to  err  by  their  lies, 
and  by  their  lightness:  yet  I  sent  them  not,  nor  com- 
manded them :  therefore  they  shall  not  profit  this  peo- 
ple at  all,  saith  the  Lord. 

Ezk,  13.  10.  They  have  seduced  my  people,  saying, 
Peace;  and  there  was  no  peace;  and  one  built  up  a 
wall,  and  lo,  others  daubed  it  with  untempered  mortar. 
22.  With  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righteous 
sad,  whom  I  have  not  made  sad;  and  strengthened  the 
hands  of  the  wicked,  that  he  should  not  return  from 
his  wicked  way,  by  promising  him  life. 

Ezk.  22. 25.  There  is  a  conspiracy  of  her  prophets 
in  the  midst  thereof,  like  a  roaring  lion  ravening  the 
prey;  they  have  devoured  souls;  they  have  taken  the 
treasure  and  precious  things;  they  have  made  her 
many  widows  in  the  midst  thereof.  Her  priests  have 
violated  my  law,  and  have  profaned  my  holy  things: 
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they  have  put  no  difference  between  the  holy  and  pro- 
fane, neither  have  they  showed  difference  between  the 
unclean  and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from 
my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  Her 
princes  in  the  midst  thereof  are  like  wolves,  ravening 
the  prey,  to  shed  blood,  and  to  destroy  souls,  to  get  dis- 
honest gain.  And  her  prophets  have  daubed  them  with 
untempered  mortar,  seeing  vanity,  and  divining  lies 
unto  them. 

JBzk.  34.  2,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto  the  shep- 
herds  ^Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye   clothe  you   with  the 

wool,  ye  kill  them  that  are  fed:  but  ye  feed  not  the 
flock.  The  diseased  have  ye  not  strengthened,  neither 
have  ye  healed  that  which  was  sick,  neither  have  ye 
bound  up  that  which  was  broken,  neither  have  ye 
brought  again  that  which  was  driven  away,  neither 
have  ye  sought  that  which  was  lost;  but  with  force 
and  with  cruelty  have  ye  ruled  them.     5 — 10. 

Mat.  23.  13.  Ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
against  men:  for  ye  neither  go  in  yourselves,  neither 
suffer  ye  them  that  are  entering,  to  go  in. 

Lk.  11.  52.  Ye  have  taken  away  the  key  of  know- 
ledge: ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them  that 
were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

2  Pet.  2.  1 .  There  were  false  prophets  also  among 
the  people,  even  as  there  shall  be  false  teachers  among 
you,  who  privily  shall  bring  in  damnable  heresies,  even 
denying  the  Lord  that  bought  them,  and  bring  upon 
themselves  swifl  destruction.  And  many  shall  follow 
their  pernicious  ways;  by  reason  of  whom  the  way  of 
truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of.  And  through  covetous- 
ness  shall  they  with  feigned  words  make  merchandize 
of  you. 

458.  What  divine  threat enings  and  denunciations  are 
recorded  against  false  religious  teachers  ? 

Dt.  13.  5.  That  prophet,  op  that  dreamer  of  dreams, 
shall  be  put  to  death ;  because  he  hath  spoken  to  turn 
you  away  from  the  Lord  your  God. 
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Jer.  23.  1 .  Wo  be  unto  the  pastors  that  destroy  and 
scatter  the  sheep  of  my  pasture !  saith  the  Lord.  There- 
fore thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  against  the  pas- 
tors that  feed  my  people;  Ye  have  scattered  my  flock, 
and  driven  them  away,  and  have  not  visited  them:  be- 
hold, I  will  visit  upon  you  the  evil  of  your  doings,  saith 
the  Lord. 

Ezk.  13.  3.  Wo  unto  the  foolish  prophets,  that  fol- 
low their  own  spirit.  18.  Wo  to  the  women  that  sew 
pillows  to  all  arm-hoies,  and  make  kerchiefs  upon  the 
head  of  every  stature  to  hunt  souls. 

Ezk.  22.  26.  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and 
have  profaned  my  holy  things:  they  have  put  no  differ- 
ence between  the  holy  and  profane,  neither  have  they 
showed  difference  between  the  unclean  and  the  clean. 
31.  Therefore,  have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation 
upon  them;  I  have  consumed  them  with  the  fire  of  my 
wrath :  their  own  way  have  I  recompensed  upon  their 
heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Ezk.  34.  2.  Wo  be  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel  that 
do  feed  themselves!  should  not  the  shepherds  feed  the 
flocks?  10.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  lam 
against  the  shepherds;  and  I  will  require  my  flock  at 
their  hand,  and  cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the 
flock ;  neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves  any 
more. 

Mai.  2.  8.  Ye  are  departed  out  of  the  way;  ye  have 
caused  many  to  stumble  at  the  laW;  ye  have  corrupt- 
ed the  covenant  of  Levi,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  There- 
fore have  I  also  made  you  contemptible  and  base  be- 
fore ail  the  people,  according  as  ye  have  not  kept  my 
ways,  but  have  been  partial  in  the  law. 

Mat.  23.  14.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites!  for  ye  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a 
pretence  make  long  prayers:  therefore  ye  shall  receive 
the  greater  damnation.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  compass  sea  and  land  to 
make  one  proselyte;  and  when  he  is  made,  ye  make 
him  two-fold  more   the  child  of  hell  than  yourselves. 
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Wo  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides!  which  say,  Whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  temple,  it  is  nothing;  but  whosoever 
shall  swear  by  the  gold  of  -the  temple,  he  is  a  debtor. 
Ye  fools,  and  blind:  for  whether  is  greater,  the  gold, 
or  the  temple  that  sanctifieth  the  gold?  ^.  Wo  unto 
you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  pay  tithe 
of  mint,  and  anise,  and  cummin,  and  have  omitted  the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and 
faith :  these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the 
other  undone.  Ye  blind  guides,  which  strain  at  a  gnat, 
and  swallow  a  camel.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees, hypocrites!  for  ye  make  clean  the  outside  of  the 
cup  and  of  the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  ex- 
tortion and  excess.  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first 
that  which  is  within  the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  out- 
side of  them  may  be  clean  also.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  are  like  unto  whited 
sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward,  but 
are  within  full  of  dead  men's  bones,  and  of  all  unclean- 
ness.  Even  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear  righteous  unto 
men,  but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  iniquity. 
33.  Ye  serpents,  ye  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye 
escape  the  damnation  of  hell! 

Lk.  6,26,  Wo  unto  you,  when  all  men  shall  speak  well 
of  you !   for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

Lk.  41.  62.  Wo  unto  you,  lawyers!  for  ye  have  taken 
away  the  key  of  knowledge. 

2  Pet.  2.  3.  And  through  covetousness  shall  they 
with  feigned  words  make  merchandize  of  you :  whose 
judgment  now  of  a  long  time  lingereth  not,  and  their 
damnation  slumbereth  not. 

459.  Ought  we  to  avoid  and  discountenance  false  and 
unfaithful  teachers  of  religion  ? 

Pr.  19.  27.  Cease,  my  son,'  to  hear  the  instruction 
that  causeth  to  err  from  the  words  of  knowledge. 

Mat.  7.  15.  Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to 
you  in  sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening 
wolves. 

Mat.  15.  14.  Let  them  alone:  they  be  blind  leaders 
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of  the  blind.  And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both 
shall  fall  into  the  ditch. 

Mat.  16.  6.  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Take  heed  and  be- 
ware of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sad- 
ducees. 

Mat.  24.  4.  Take  heed  that  no  man  deceive  you. 
For  many  shall  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ; 
and  shall  deceive  many.  24.  There  shall  arise  false 
Christs,  and  false  prophets,  and  shall  show  great  signs 
and  wonders;  insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they 
shall  deceive  the  very  elect.     Lk.  21.  8. 

Mk.  4.  24.  Take  heed  what  ye  hear. 

Lk.  21.  8.  Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  deceived:  for 
many  shall  come  in  my  name  saying,  I  am  Christ;  and 
the  time  draweth  near:  go  ye  not  therefore  after 
them. 

Rom.  16.  17.  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark 
them  which  cause  divisions  and  offences,  contrary  to 
the  doctrine  which  ye  have  learned;  and  avoid  them. 

1  Cor.  15.  33.  Be  not  deceived:  Evil  communica- 
tions corrupt  good  manners. 

Gal.  1.  7.  There  be  some  that  trouble  you,  and  would 
prevent  the  gospel  of  Christ.

Ph.  3.  2.  Beware  of  dogs,  beware  of  evil  workers, 
beware  of  the  concision.  For  we  are  the  circumcision, 
which  worship  God  in  the  Spirit. 

2  Jn.  10.  If  there  come  any  unto  you,  and  bring  not 
this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither 
bid  him  God  speed:  For  he  that  biddeth  him  God 
speed,  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.     [See  110.]

460.  Ought  those  who  have  the  gospel  to  Bend  it  to  the 
destitute  ? 

Mat.  9.  37.     Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  Th© 
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harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
scad  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

Mat.  28.  19.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  Teaching  them  to  ob- 
serve ail  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you. 

Mk.  16.  15.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 

Ac.  26.  16.  I  have  appeared  unto  thee  for  this  pur- 
pose, to  make  thee  a  minister  and  a  witness  both  of 
these  things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of  those  things 
in  the  which  I  will  appear  unto  thee;  Delivering  thee 
from  the  people,  and  from  the  Gentiles,  unto  whom  now 
I  send  thee.

2  K.  16.  3.  He  [Ahaz]  made  his  son  to  pass  through 
the  fire,  according  to  the  abominations  of  the  hea- 
then, whom  the  Lord  cast  out  from  before  the  children 
of  Israel. 

Rom.  1.  21.  When  they  knew  God,  they  glorified 
him  not  as  God,  neither  were  thankful,  but  became 
vain  in  their  imaginations,  and  their  foolish  heart  was 
darkened.  Professing  themselves  to  be  wise,  they  be- 
came fools ;  And  changed  the  glory  of  the  uncorrupti- 
ble God  into  an  image  made  like  to  corruptible  man, 
and  to  birds,  and  four-footed  beasts,  and  creeping  things. 
Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up  to  uncleanness.  ^9< 
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Heathen  gods — Idolatry  natural  to  men. 

Being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  fornication,  wick- 
edness, covetousness,  maliciousness ;  full  of  envy,  mur- 
der, debate,  deceit,  malignity;  whisperers.  Backbiters, 
haters  of  God,  despiteful,  proud,  boasters,  inventors  of 
evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents,  Without  understand- 
ing, covenant-breakers,,  without  natural  affection,  im- 
placable, unmerciful. 

462.  What  gods  do  the  heathen  worship  ? 

Ps.  115.  4.  Their  idols  are  silver  and  gold,  the  work 
of  men's  hands.  They  have  mouths,  but  they  speak 
not:  eyes  have  they,  but  they  see  not:  they  have  ears, 
but  they  hear  not:  noses  have  they,  but  they  smell  not: 
■JThey  have  hands,  but  they  handle  not:  feet  have  they, 
but  they  walk  not:  neither  speak  they  through  their 
throat.  They  that  make  them  are  like  unto  them;  so 
is  every  one  that  trusteth  in  them. 

Is.  46.  6.  They  lavish  gold  out  of  the  bag,  and 
weigh  s  Iver  in  the  balance,  and  hire  a  goldsmith;  and 
hemaketh  it  a  god:  they  fall  down,  yea,  they  worship. 
They  bear  him  upon  the  shoulder,  they  carry  him,  and 
set  him  in  his  place,  and  be  standeth. 

463.  Are  mankind  naturally  inclined  to  idolatry  7 

Ex.  32.  1 .  And  when  the  people  saw  that  Moses  de- 
layed to  come  down  out  of  the  mount,  the  people  gath- 
ered themselves  together  unto  Aaron,  and  said  unto 
him,  Up,  make  us  gods  which  shall  go  before  us. 

2  K.  17.  16.     And  they  lefl  all  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  their  God,  and  made  them  molten  images, 
even  two  calves,  and  made  a  grove,  and  worshipped  all 
the  host  of  heaven,  and  served  Baal. 

Jer.  44.  17.  We  will  certainly  do  whatsoever  thing 
goeth  forth  out  of  our  own  mouth,  to  burn  incense  unto 
the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out  drink-offerings 
unto  her,  as  we  have  done,  we,  and  our  fathers,  our 
kings,  and  our  princes,  in  the  cities  of  Judah,    and  io

464.  Have  the  heathen  light  enough  to  be  under  con- 
demnation ? 

Ps.  9.  17.  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and 
all  the  nations  that  forget  God. 

Rom.  1.  19.  That  which  may  be  known  of  God,  is 
manifest  in  them;  for  God  hath  showed  it  unto  them. 
For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the 
world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead; 
so  that  they  are  without  excuse :  Because  that  when 
they  knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as  God,  neither 
were  thankful. 

Rom.  2.  12.  As  many  as  have  sinned  without  law, 
shall  also  perish  without  law:  .and  as  many  as  have  sin- 
ned in  the  law,  shall  be  judged  by  the  law.  14.  These 
having  not  the  law,  are  a  law  unto  themselves.  Which 
show  the  work  of  the  law  written  in  their  hearts,  their 
conscience  also  bearing  witness,  and  their  thoughts 
the  meanwhile  accusing  or  else  excusing  one  an- 
other. 

465.  What  eneouragement  have  Christians  in  lalor- 
ing  to  convert  the  heathen  to  God  and  the  gospel  ? 

Ps.  22.  27.  All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remem- 
ber and  turn  unto  the  Lord:  and  ail  the  kindreds  of  the 
nations  shall  worship  before  thee. 

Ps.  82.  8.  Arise,  O  God,  judge  the  earth:  for  thou 
shalt  inherit  all  nations. 

Ps.  86.  9.  All  nations  whom  thou  hast  made  shall 
come  and  worship  before  thee,  O  Lord;  and  shall  glo- 
rify thy  name. 

Ps.  110.  3.  Thy  people  shall  be  willing  in  the  day  of 
thy  power.

If  any  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  es- 
pecially for  those  of  his  own  house,  he  hath  denied  the 
faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel. 

467.  Js  it  the  duty  of  parents  to  teach  their  children, 
and  to  influence  them  to  holiness  ? 

Ex.  10. 2.  Tell  in  the  ears  of  thy  son,  and  of  thy 
son's  son,  what  things  I  have  wrought  in  Egypt,  and 
my  signs  which  I  have  done  among  them;  that  ye  may 
know  how  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

Dt.  6.  6.  And  these  words  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  shall  be  in  thy  heart:  And  thou  shalt  teach 
them  diligently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them 
when  thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest 
by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou 
risest  up.

Dt*.  32.  46.  Ye  shall  command  your  children  to  ob- 
serve to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law. 

Pr.  22.  6.  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should 
go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from  it. 

Is.  38.  19.  The  father  to  the  children  shall  make 
known  thy  truth. 

Ep.  6.  4.  Ye  fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to 
wrath:  but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonw 
tion  of  the  Lord. 
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Chastisement — Result  of  parental  duties. 

468.  Is  the  chastisement  of  disobedient  children  re- 
quired ? 

Pr.  10.  13.  A  rod  is  for  the  bick  of  him  that  is  void 
of  understanding. 

Pr.  13.  24.  He  that  spareth  his  rod  hateth  his  son: 
but  he  that  loveth  him  chasteneth  him  betimes. 

Pr.  19.  18.  Chasten  thy  son  while  there  is  hope,  and 
Jet  not  thy  soul  spare  for  his  crying. 

Pr.  22.  15.  Foolishness  is  bound  in  the  heart  of  a 
child;  but  the  rod  of  correction  shall  drive  it  far  from 
bim.

Then 
his  lord  after  that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  O 
thou  wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  be- 
cause thou  desiredst  me:  Shouldest  not  thou  also  have 
had  compassion  on  thy  fellow  servant,  even  as  I  had 
pity  on  thee?

And  let  it  be,  when  these 
signs  are  come  unto  thee,  that  thou  do  as  occasion  shall 
serve  thee;  for  God  is  with  thee.  9.  And  God  gave 
him  another  heart :  and  all  those  signs  came  to  pass 
that  day.  11.  Then  the  people  said  one  to  another, 
What  is  this  that  is  come  unto  the  son  of  Kish  ?  Is  Saul 
also  among  the  prophets.^ 

1  Sam.  15.  II.  It  repenteth  me  that  I  have  set  up 
Saul  to  be  king:  for  he  is  turned  back  from  following 
me.  2  S.  7.  15. 

Jn.  6.  66.  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went 
back  and  walked  no  more  with  him. 

Gal.  5.  4.  Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto  you, 
whosoever  of  you  are  justified  by  the  law;  ye  are  fall- 
en from  grace. 

1.  Tim.  1.  19.  Holding  faith  and  a  good  conscience; 
which  some  having  put  away,  concerning  faith  have 
made  shipwreck. 

2  Tim.  1.  15.  All  they  which  are  in  Asia  be  turned 
away  from  me:  of  whom  are  Phygellus  and  Hermo- 
genes. 

497.   What  will  be  the  end  of  apostates  ? 

1  Ch.  28.  9.  If  thou  seek  him,  he  will  be  found  of 
thee;  but  if  thou  forsake  him,  he  will  cast  thee  off  for- 
ever. 

Ezk.  3.  20.  When  a  righteous  man  doth  turn  from 
hi|  righteousness,  and  commit  iniquity,  and  I  lay  a 
stumbling  block  before  him,  he  shall  die:  because  thou 
hast  not  given  him  warning,  he  shall  die  in  his  sin,  and 
his  righteousness  which  he  hath  done  shall  not  be  re- 
membered. 

Ezk.  33.  18.  When  the  righteous  tumeth  from  his 
righteousness,  and  committeth  iniquity,  he  shall  even 
die  thereby. 

Lk.  9.  62.  No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Rom.  14.  15. 
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Heb.  6.  4.  It  is  impossible  for  those  who  were  once 
enlightened,  and  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and 
were  made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  And  have 
tasted  the  good  word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the 
world  to  come,  If  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them 
again  to  repentance;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves 
the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  open  shame.

For  if  after  the  yhave  escaped  the 
pollutions  of  the  world  through  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  en- 
tangled therein,  and  overcome,  the  latter  end  is  worse 
with  them  than  the  beginning.  For  it  had  been  better 
for  them  not  to  have  known  the  way  of  righteousness, 
than  after  they  have  known  it,  to  turn  from  the  holy 
commandment  delivered  unto  them.  But  it  is  happened 
unto  them  according  to  the  true  proverb.  The  dog  has 
turned  to  his  own  vomit  again;  and,  the  sow  that  was 
washed,  to  her  wallowing  in  the  mire. 

498.   Were  apostates  ever  truly  regenerated  ? 

Mat.  7.  22.  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  ddy,  Lord, 
Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy 
name  have  cast  out  devils?  and  in  thy  name  done 
many  wonderful  works?  And  then  will  I  profess  unto 
them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart  from  me,  ye  that  work 
iniquity. 

Mk.  4.  16.  And  these  are  they  likewise  which  are 
sown  on  stony  ground;  who,  when  they  have  heard  the 
word,  immediately  receive  it  with  gladness;  And  have 
no  root  in  themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a  time. 

Jn.  6.  70.  Ha^e  not  I  choscQ  yoi|  twelve,  and  one 
of  you  is  a  devil  ? 
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Banger  of  apottacy. 

Jn.  17.  12.  Those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept, 
and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  Perdition;  that 
the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled. 

1  Jn.  2.  19.  They  went  out  from  us,  but  they  were 
not  of  us;  for  if  they  had  been  of  us,  they  would  no 
doubt  have  continued  with  us:  but  they  went  out,  that 
they  might  be  made  manifest  that  they  were  not  all 
of  us. 

499.  Are  real  saints,  in  any  sense ^  in  danger  of  apoS' 
tacy  and  perdition  ? 

Jn.  15.  6.  If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth 
as  a  branch,  and  is  withered;  and  men  gather  them, 
and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned. 

1  Cor.  9.  27.  But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring 
it  into  subjection:  lest  that  by  any  means  when  I  have 
preached  to  others,  I  myself  should  be  a  cast-away. 

1  Cor.  10.  12.  Let  him  that  thinketh  he  standeth, 
take  heed  lest  he  fall. 

2  Cor.  6.  1.  We  then,  as  workers  together  with  him, 
beseech  you  also  that  ye  receive  not  the  grace  of  God 
in  vain. 

Col.  1.  23.  If  ye  continue  in  the  faith  grounded  and 
settled,  and  be  not  moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the 
gospel.

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saved,  where  shall  the  ungodly   and  the  sinner  ap- 
pear? 

500.  Are  saints  prone  to  backslide  ? 

Ex.  32.  I.  And  when  the  people  saw  that  Moses  de- 
layed to  come  down  out  of  the  mount,  the  people  gath- 
ered themselves  together  unto  Aaron,  and  said  unto  him, 
Up,  make  us  gods  which  shall  go  before  us:  for  as  for  this 
Moses,  the  man  that  brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  we  wot  not  what  is  become  of  him.  And  Aaron 
said  unto  them.  Break  off  the  golden  ear-rings  which 
are  in  the  ears  of  your  wives,  of  your  sons,  and  of 
your  daughters,  and  bring  them  unto  me.  And  all  the 
people  brake  off  the  golden  ear-rings  which  were  in 
their  ears,  and  brought  them  unto  Aaron.  And  he  re- 
ceived them  at  their  hand,  and  fashioned  it  with  a  grav- 
ing tool,  after  he  had  made  it  a  molten  (calf:  and  they 
said,  These  be  thy  gods,  O  Israel,  which  brought  thee 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  when  Aaron  saw  it, 
he  built  an  altar  before  it;  and  Aaron  made  a  procla- 
mation, and  said,  To-morrow  is  a  feast  to  the  Lord,  And 
they  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and  offered  burnt- 
offerings,  and  brought  peace-offerings:  and  the  people 
sat  down  to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 

2  S.  12.  7.  And  Nathan  said  to  David,  Thou  art  the 
man.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  I  anointed 
thee  king  over  Israel,  and  I  delivered  thee  out  of  the 
hand  of  Saul;  And  I  gave  thee  thy  master's  house,  and 
thy  master's  wives  into  thy  bosom,  and  gave  thee  the 
house  of  Israel  and  of  Judah;  and  if  that  had  been 
too  little,  I  would  moreover  have  given  unto  thee  such 
and  such  things.  Wherefore  hast  thou  despised  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord,  to  do  evil  in  his  sight  ?  thou 
hast  killed  Uriah  the  Hittite  with  the  sword,  and  hast 
taken  his  wife  to  be  thy  wife,  and  hast  slain  him  with 
the  sword  of  the  children  of  Ammon. 

1  K.  H.  1.  But  king  Solomon  loved  many  strange 
women,  together  with  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh,  women

of  the  Moabites,  Ammonites,  Edomites,  Zidonians,  and 
Hittites;  Of  the  nations  concerning  which  the  Lord 
said  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  Ye  shall  not  go  in  to 
them,  neither  shall  they  come  in  unto  you :  for  surely 
they  will  turn  away  your  heart  after  their  gods:  Solo- 
mon clave  unto  these  in  love.  And  he  had  seven  hun- 
dred wives,  princesses,  and  three  hundred  concubines: 
and  his  wives  turned  away  his  heart.  For  it  came  to 
pass,  when  Solomon  was  old,  that  his  wives  turned 
away  his  heart  after  other  gods:  and  his  heart  was  not 
perfect  with  the  Lord  his  God,  as  was  the  heart  of  Da- 
vid his  father. 

Hos.  4.  16.  For  Israel  slideth  back  as  a  backsliding 
heifer. 

Hos.  6.  4.  O  Ephraim,  what  shall  I  do  unto  thee?  O 
Judah,  what  shall  I  do  unto  thee?  for  your  goodness  is 
as  a  morning  cloud,  and  as  the  early  dew  it  goeth  away. 
Therefore  have  I  hewed  them  by  the  prophets ;  I  have 
slain  them  by  the  words  of  my  mouth:  and  thy  judg- 
ments are  as  the  light  that  goeth  forth. 

Hos.  11.  7.  My  people  are  bent  to  backsliding  from 
me. 

Mat.  26.  69.  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace:  aad 
a  damsel  came  unto  him,  saying,  Thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  of  Galilee.  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  say- 
ing, I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  when  he  was 
gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and 
said  unto  them  that  were  there,  This  fellow  was  also 
with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  And  again  he  denied  with  an 
oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And  after  a  while  came 
unto  him  they  that  stood  by,  and  said  to  Peter,  Surely 
thou  also  art  one  of  them ;  for  thy  speech  bewrayeth 
thee.  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  1 
know  not  the  man. 

501.  Is  God  greatly  displeased  with  backsliders  ? 

Ex.  32.  7.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,    Go,  get 
thee  down:  for  thy  people,  which  thou  broughtest  out 
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of  the  land  of  Egypt,  have  corrupted  themselves:  They 
have  turned  aside  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  I  com- 
manded them:  they  have  made  them  a  molten  calf,  and 
have  worshipped  it,  and  have  sacrificed  thereunto,  and 
said.  These  be  thy  gods,  O  Israel,  which  have  brought 
thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  I  have  seen  this  people,  and  behold,  it  is  a  stiff- 
necked  people:  Now  therefore  let  me  alone,  that  my 
wrath  may  wax  hot  against  them,  and  that  I  may  con- 
sume them:  and  I  will  make  of  thee  a  great  nation. 

Jer.  2.  19.  Thine  own  wickedness  shall  correct  thee, 
and  thy  backslidings  shall  reprove  thee:  know  there- 
fore and  see  that  it  is  an  evil  thing  and  bitter,  that  thou 
hast  forsaken  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  that  my  fear  is  not 
in  thee,  saith  the  Lord  God  of  hosts. 

Am.  6.  1.   Wo  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in  Zion. 

502.   What  does  God  require  of  backsliders  ? 

Jer.  3.  14.  Turn,  O  backsliding  children,  saith  the 
Lord;  for  I  am  married  unto  you:  and  I  will  take  you 
one  of  a  city,  and  two  of  a  family,  and  I  will  bring  you 
to  Zion:  22.  Return,  ye  backsliding  children;  and  I 
will  heal  your  backslidings.  Behold,  we  come  unto 
thee;  tor  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God. 

Hos.  10.  12.  Sow  to  yourselves  in  righteousness, 
reap  in  mercy ;  break  up  your  fallow  ground :  for  it  is 
time  to  seek  the  Lord,  till  he  come  and  rain  righteous- 
ness upon  you. 

Rev.  2.  4.  I  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because 
thou  hast  left  thy  first  love.  Remember  therefore  from 
whence  thou  art  fallen,  and  repent,  and  do  the  first 
works;  or  else  I  will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and  will 
remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  his  place,  except  thou 
repent. 

Rev.  3.  1.  And  unto  the  angel  of  the  church  in  Sar- 
dis,  write;  These  things  saith  he  that  hath  the  seven 
Spirits  of  God,  and  the  seven  stars;  I  know  thy  works, 
that  thou  hast  a  name   that  thou  livest,    and  art  dead.

503.  Dot$  Christy  *  tohom  the  Father  always  hear^ 
eth,*  intercede  for  all  the  saints  ? 

Lk.  22.  31.  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  be- 
hold, Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sifl 
you  as  wheat:  32.  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that 
thy  faith  fail  not:  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strength- 
en thy  brethren. 

Jn.  11.42.  And  I  know  that  thou  hearest  me  al- 
ways. 

Jn.  17.  9.  I  pray  for  them:  I  pray  not  for  the  world, 
but  for  them  which  thou  hast  given  me;  for  they  are 
thine.  And  all  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine;  and 
I  am  glorified  in  them.  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the 
world,  but  these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee. 
Holy  Father,  keep  through  thine  own  name  those 
whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  we 
are.  While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them 
in  thy  name:  those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept, 
and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition;  that 
the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled.

I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest  take  them 
out  of  the  world,  but  that  thou  shouldest  keep  them 
from  the  evil.  They  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I 
am  not  of  the  world.

their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also  might  be 
sanctified  through  the  truth.  Neither  pray  I  for  these 
alone;  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me 
through  their  word:  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as 
thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  us:  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou 
hast  sent  me. 

Rom.  8.  34.  Who  is  he  that  condemneth?  It  is  Christ 
that  died,  yea  rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even 
at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh  intercession 
for  us. 

Heb.  7,  25.  Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them 
to  the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he 
ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them. 

504.  Does  the  Holy  Spirit  also  intercede  for  the  saints^ 
and  seal  them  unto  redemption  ? 

Rom.  8.  26.  Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  in* 
firmities:  for  we  know  not  what  we  should  pray  for  as 
we  ouffht:  but  the  Spirit  itself  maketh  intercession  for 
us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered. 

2  Cor.  1.21.  Now  he  which  establisheth  us  with 
you  in  Christ,  and  hath  anointed  us,  is  God ;  22.  Who 
hath  also  sealed  us,  and  given  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit 
in  our  hearts. 

Ep.  I.  13.  Afler  that  ye  believed,  ye  were  sealed 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise,  which  is  the  earnest 
of  our  inheritance. 

Ep.  4.  30.  And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God, 
whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

2  Tim.  2.  1 9.  Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God 
standeth  sure,  having  this  seal,  The  Lord  knoweth 
them  that  are  his.  And,  Let  every  one  that  nameth 
the  name  of  Christ  depart  from  iniquity. 

505.  Is  it  certain  that  every  real  saint  will  be  kept 
through  faith  unto  salvation  ? 

The  righteous  also  shall  hold  on  his  way,  and 
he  that  hath  clean  hands  shall  be  stronger  and  stronger. 
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Ps.  37.  23.  The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by 
the  Lord:  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way.  Though  he 
fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down:  for  the  Lord 
upholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

Ps.  89.  30.  If  his  children  forsake  my  law,  and  walk 
not  in  my  judgments;  If  they  break  my  statutes,  and 
keep  not  my  commandments;  Then  will  I  visit  their 
transgression  with  the  rod,  and  their  iniquity  with 
stripes.  Nevertheless,  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not 
utterly  take  from  him,  nor  suffer  my  faithfulness  to  fail. 
My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter  the  thing  that 
is  gone  out  of  my  lips.  Once  have  I  sworn  by  my  ho- 
liness that  I  will  not  lie  unto  David.  His  seed  shall 
endure  forever,  and  his  throne  as  the  sun  before  me. 
It  shall  be  established  forever  as  the  moon,  and  as  a 
faithful  witness  in  heaven. 

Pr.  4.  18.  But  the  path  of  the  just  is  as  the  shin- 
ing light,  that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect 
day. 

Is.  54.  10.  For  the  mountains  shall  depart,  and  the 
hills  be  removed;  but  my  kindness  shall  not  depart 
from  thee,  neither  shall  the  covenant  of  my  peace  be 
removed,  saith  the  Lord  that  hath  mercy  on  thee. 

Jer.  3^.  40.  I  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  with 
them,  that  I  will  not  turn  away  from  them,  to  do  them 
good ;  but  I  will  put  my  fear  in  their  hearts,  and  they 
shall  not  depart  from  me. 

INJat.  24.  24.  If  it  were  possible,  they  shall  deceive 
the  very  elect. 

Jn.  3.  36.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  ever- 
lasting life. 

Jn.  5.  24.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that 
heareth  my  word,  and  believeth  on  him  that  sent  me, 
hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come  into  condem- 
nation; but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

Jn.  6.  39.  And  this  is  the  Father's  will  which  hath 
sent  me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath  given  me,  I  should 
lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again  at  the  last 
day.

God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

1  Cor.  10.  13.  There  hath  no  temptation  taken  you 
but  such  as  is  common  to  man:  but  God  is  faithful,  who 
will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a  way  to 
escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

Ph.  1.  6.  Being  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  he 
which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you,  will  perform  it 
until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  of 
the  soul,  both  sure  and  stedfast,  and  which  entereth 
into  that  within  the  vail. 

Whereunto  he  called  you  by  our 
gospel,  to  the  obtaining  of  the  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant 
mercy,  hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead.  To  an 
inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth 
not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you.  Who  are  kept 
'by  the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto  salvation. 

I  S.  10.  6.  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  come 
upon  thee,  and  thou  shalt  prophesy  with  them,  and  shalt 
be  turned  into  another  man.  And  let  it  be,  when  these 
signs  are  come  unto  thee,  that  thou  do  as  occasion 
shall  serve  thee ;  for  God  is  with  thee.  9.  And  God 
gave  him  another  heart:  and  all  these  things  came  to 
pass  that  day.  11.  Then  the  people  said  one  to  anoth- 
er. What  is  this  that  is  come  unto  the  son  of  Kish  ?  Is 
Saul  also  among  the  prophets? 

1  S.  15.  11.  It  repenteth  me  that  I  have  set  up  Saul 
to  be  king:  for  he  is  turned  back  from  following  me. 
2  S.  7.  15. 

2  Pet.  2.  18.  They  allure  through  the  lusts  of  the 
flesh,  through  much  wantonness,  those  that  were  clean 

escaped  from  them  who  live  in  error. For  of  whom 

a  man  is  overcome,  of  the  same  is  he  brought  in  bond- 
age. For  if  after  they  have  escaped  the  pollutions  of 
the  world  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  entangled  therein, 
and  overcome,  the  latter  end  is  worse  with  them  than 
the  beginning.  For  it  had  been  better  for  them  not  to 
have  known  the  way  of  righteousness,  than,  afler  they 
have  known  it,  to  turn  from  the  holy  commandment 
delivered  unto  them.  But  it  is  happened  unto  them 
according  to  the  true  proverb,  the  dog  is  turned  Xo  his 
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own  vomit  again ;  and  the  sow  that  was  washed  to  her 
wallowing  in  the  mire. 

Ez.  3.  20.  When  a  righteous  man  doth  turn  from  his 
righteousness,  and  commit  iniquity,  and  I  lay  a  stum- 
bling block  before  him,  he  shall  die:  because  thou  hast 
not  given  him  warning,  he  shall  die  in  his  sin,  and  his 
righteousness  which  he  hath  done  shall  not  be  remem- 
bered. 

Ez.  33.  18.  When  the  righteous  turneth  from  his 
righteousness,  and  committeth  iniquity,  he  shall  even 
die  therebv. 

1  Ch.  28.  9.  If  thou  seek  him,  he  will  be  found  of 
thee ;  but  if  thou  forsake  him,  he  will  cast  thee  off  for- 
ever. 

Jn.  6.  66.  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went 
back,  and  walked  no  more  with  him. 

2  Tim.  1.15.  All  they  which  are  in  Asia  be  turn- 
ed away  from  me;  of  whom  are  Phygellus  and  Her- 
mogenes.

506.  Wliat  prophecies  are  supposed  to  relate  to  Po^ 
pery  1 

Dan.  7.8.1  considered  the  horns,  and  behold,  there 
came  up  among  them  another  little  horn,  before  whom 
there  were  three  of  the  first  horns  plucked  up  by  the 
roots:  and  behold,  in  this  horn  were  eyes  like  the  eyes 
of  a  man,  and  a  mouth  speaking  great  things.  24. 
And  the  ten  horns  out  of  this  kingdom  are  ten  kings 
that  shall  arise:  and  another  shall  rise  afler  them;  and 
he  shall  be  diverse  from  the  first,  and  he  shall  subdue 
three  kings.  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against 
the  Most  High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the 
Most  High,  and  think  to  change  times  and  laws:  and 
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they  shall  be  given  into  his  hand  until  a  time  and  times 
and  the  dividing  of  time.  But  the  judgment  shall  sit, 
and  they  shall  take  away  his  dominion  to  consume  and 
to  destroy  it  unto  the  end. 

2  Th.  2.  3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means: 
for  that  day  shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a  falling 
away  first,  and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of 
perdition;  Who  opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above 
all  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he, 
as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  God,  shewing  himself 
that  he  is  God.  Remember  ye  not,  that  when  I  was 
yet  with  you,  I  told  you  these  things?  And  now  ye 
know  what  withholdeth  that  he  might  be  revealed  in  bis 
time.  For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  doth  already  work: 
only  he  who  now  letteth  will  let,  until  he  be  taken  out 
of  the  wav.  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed, 
whom  the  Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his 
mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  the  brightness  of  his 
coming:  Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working 
of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and  signs,  and  lying  wonders, 
And  with  all  dcceivableness  of  unrighteousness  in  them 
that  perish;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth,  that  they  might  be  saved. 

1  Tim.  4.  1.  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that 
in  the  latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith, 
giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils; 
Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,  having  their  conscience 
seared  with  a  hot  iron;  Forbidding  to  marry,  and  com- 
manding to  abstain  from  meats,  which  God  hath  created 
to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of  them  which  believe 
and  know  the  truth. 

1  Tim.  3.  2.  A  bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the 
husband  of  one  wife. 

Rev.  13.  II.  And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up 
out  of  the  earth,  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and 
he  spake  as  a  dragon.  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  power 
of  the  first  beast  before  him,  and  causeth  the  earth  and 
them  which  dwell  therein  to  worship  the  first  beast, 
whose  deadly  wound  was  healed.     And  he  doeth  great 
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wonders,  so  that  he  maketh  fire  come  down  from  heaven 
on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  men.  And  deceiveth  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  the  means  of  those  miracles 
which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight  of  the  beast; 
saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they  should 
make  an  image  to  the  beast,  which  had  the  wound  by 
a  sword,  and  did  live.  And  he  had  power  to  give  life 
unto  the  image  of  the  beast,  that  the  image  of  the  beast 
should  both  speak,  and  cause  that  as  many  as  would 
not  worship  the  image  of  the  beast  should  be  killed. 
And  he  causeth  all,  both  small  and  great,  rich  and  poor, 
free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in  their  right  hand,  or 
in  their  foreheads;  And  that  no  man  might  buy  or  sell, 
save  he  that  had  the  mark  or  the  name  of  the  beast,  or 
the  number  of  his  name.  Here  is  wisdom.  Let  him 
that  hath  understanding  count  the  number  of  the  beast: 
for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man;  and  his  number  is  Six 
hundred  threescore  and  six. 

Rev.  17.  1.  And  there  came  one  of  the  seven  angels 
which  had  the  sevon  vials,  and  talked  with  me,  saying 
unto  me,  Come  hither;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  many  waters; 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  for- 
nication,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been 
made  drunk  with  the  wine  of  her  fornication.  So  he 
carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  into  tlie  wilderness:  and  I 
saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a  scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of 
names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 
And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  purple  and  scarlet-color, 
and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones  and  pearls, 
having  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand  full  of  abominations 
and  filthiness  of  her  fornication:  And  upon  her  forehead 
was  a  name  writtten,  MYSTERY,  BABYLON  THK 
GREAT,  THE  MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS  AND 
ABOMINATIONS  OF  THE  EAflTH.  And  I  saw 
the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints,  and 
with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus:  and  wheji  t  saw 
her  I  wondered  with  great  admiration.  And  the  angel 
said  unto  me,  Wherefore  didst  thou  marvel?  I  will  tell 
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thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman,  and  of  the  beast  that  car- 
rieth  her,  which  hath  the  seven  heads,  and  ten  horns. 
18  And  the  woman  which  thou  sawest  is  that  great  city, 
which  reigneth  over  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

507.  Was  Peter  made  head  of  the  apostles ,  or  univer- 
sal bishop  ? 

Mat.  16.  23.  But  he  turned,  and  said  unto  Peter, 
Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan;  thou  art  an  offence  unto 
me :  for  thou  savorest  not  of  the  things  that  be  of  God, 
but  those  that  be  of  men. 

Mat.  20.  25.  But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him  and 
said,  Ye  know  that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise 
dominion  over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exercise 
authority  upon  them.  But  it  shall  not  be  so  among  you: 
but  whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  let  him  be  your 
minister;  And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let 
him  be  your  servant:  Even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not 
to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his 
life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Mat.  26.  74.  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear, 
saying,  I  know  not  the  man. 

Lk.  22.  31.  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  be- 
hold, satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift 
you  as  wheat:  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy 
faith  fail  not:  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen 
thy  brethren.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,.  I  am  ready 
to  go  with  thee,  both  into  prison  and  to  death.  And 
he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this 
day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  know- 
est  me. 

Ac  8.  14.  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were  at  Je- 
rusalem heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of 
God,  they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  Who,  when 
they  were  come  down,  prayed  for  them  that  they  might 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Ac.  11.2.  And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusa- 
lem, they  that  were  of  the  circumcision  contended  with 
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him,  Saying,  thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncircumcised,  and 
didst  eat  with  them.  But  Peter  rehearsed  the  matter  from 
the  beginning,    and  expounded  it  by  order  unto  them. 

Ac.  15.  6.  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came  togeth- 
er for  to  consider  of  this  matter.  And  when  there  had 
been  much  disputing,  Peter  rose  up  and  said  unto  them. 
Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  how  that  a  good  while  ago, 
God  made  choice  among  us,  that  the  Gentiles,  by  my 
mouth,  should  hear  the  word  of  the  gospel,  and  believe. 
12.  Then  all  the  multitude  kept  silence,  and  gave  au- 
dience to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring  what  miracles 
and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by 
them.  A^i<i  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James 
answered,  saying,  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me. 
Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the 
Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name. 
And  to  this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets;  as  it  is 
written.  After  this  I  will  return,  and  will  build  again 
the  tabernacle  of  David  which  is  fallen  down ;  and  I  will 
buiTd  again  the  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set  it  up:  That 
the  residue  of  men  might  seek  after  the  Lord,  and  all 
the  Gentiles  upon  whom  my  name  is  called,  saith  the 
Lord,  who  doeth  ail  these  things.  Known  unto  God  are 
all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.  Where- 
fore my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them,  which 
from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God:  But  that  we 
write  unto  them  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions  of 
idols,  and  from  fornication,  and  from  things  strangled, 
and  from  blood. 

Gal.  2.  11.  But  when  Peter  was  come  to  Antioch, 
I  withstood  him  to  the  face,  because  he  was  to  be 
blamed.  For,  before  that  certain  came  from  James,  he 
did  eat  with  (he  Gentiles:  but  when  they  were  come,  he 
withdrew,  and  separated  himself,  fearing  them  which 
were  of  the  circumcision.  And  the  other  Jews  dissem- 
bled likewise  with  him;  insomuch  that  Barnabas  also 
waji  carried  away  with  their  dissimulation. 

1  Pet.  5.  1 .  The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  ex- 
hort, who  am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness. 
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508.  What  will  be  the  end  of  the  '*  mother  of  harlots  V 

Dan.  7.  11.  I  beheld  then  because  of  the  voice  ofthe 

great  words  which  the  horn  spake:  I  beheld  even  till 

the  beast  was  slain,  and  his  body  destroyed,   and  given 

to  the  burning  flame.     ^6.  But  the  judgment  shall  sit, 

and  they  shall  take  away  his   dominion   to  consume 

and  to  destroy   it  untothe  end. 

2  Th.  2.  8.  Then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed, 
whom  the  Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his 
mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  the  brightness  of  his  com- 
ing. 

Rev.  17.  16.  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest 
upon  the  beast,  these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and  shall 
make  her  desolate  and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her  flesb, 
and  burn  her  with  fire. 

Therefore  shall  her  plagues  come  in  one 
day, death,  and  mourning,  and  famine;  and  she  shall 
be  utterly  burned  with  tire:  for  strong  is  the  Lord  God 
who  judgeth  her.

These  both  were 
cast  alive  into  a  lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone.

He  croucheth,  and  humbleth  him- 
self, that  the  poor  may  fall  by  his  strong  ones. 

Pr.  10. 15.  The  rich  man's  wealth  is  his  strong  city: 
the  destruction  of  the  poor  is  their  poverty. 

Pr.  14.  20.  The  poor  is  hated  even  of  his  own  neigh- 
bor: but  the  rich  hath  many  friends. 

Pr.  19.  4.  Wealth  maketh  many  friends;  but  the 
poor  is  separated  from  his  neighbor.  7,  All  the  breth- 
ren of  the  poor  do  hate  him:  how  much  more  do  his 
friends  go  far  from  him?  he  pursueth  them  with  words, 
yet  they  are  wanting  to  him. 

Pr.  22.  7.  The  rich  ruleth  over  the  poor,  and  the  bor- 
rower is  servant  to  the  lender.

Heraiseth  up  the  poor  out  of  the  dust, 
and  lifleth  the  needy  out  of  the  dunghill;  That  he  may 
set  him  with  princes,  even  with  the  princes  of  his  peo- 
ple. 

Is.  3.  15.  What  mean  ye  that  ye  beat  my  people' to 
pieces,  and  grind  the  faces  of  the  poor?  saith  the  Lord 
God  of  hosts.

Shall  not  the  land  tremble  for  this.,  and 
every  one  mourn  that  dwelleth  therein  ?  and  it  shall  rise 
up  wholly  as  a  Hood:  and  it  shall  be  cast  out  and 
drowned,  as  by  the  flood  of  Egypt. 

513.  Does  God  commonly  call  persons  of  rank  and 
toealth,  or  the  poor  and  despised  to  be  the  heirs  of  his 
kingdom  1 

1  S,  2.  8.  He  raiseth  up  the  poor  out  of  the  dust,

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among  princes,  and  to  make  them  inherit  the  throne  of 
glory. 

Is.  23.  9.  The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  purposed  it,  to  stain 
the  pride  of  all  glory,  and  to  hring  into  contempt  all 
the  honorable  of  the  earth.

Lk.  14.  21.  Go  out  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes 
of  the  city,  and  bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and  the  maim- 
ed and  the  halt,  and  the  blind. 

Jn.  7.  48,  Have  any  of  the  rulers,  or  of  the  Phari- 
sees believed  on  him  ? 

1  Cor.  L  26.  Ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how 
that  not  many  wise  men  after  the  fiesh,  not  many 
mighty,  not  many  noble  are  called:  But  God  hath 
chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the 
wise;  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  things  which  are  mighty;  And 
base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are  despised 

hath  God  chosen ^That  no  flesh  should  glory   in  his 

presence. 

Jam.  2.  5.  Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of  this 
world  rich  in  faith,  and  heirs  of  the  kingdom  which  he 
hath  promised  to  them  that  love  him?

All  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy  shall 
be  forgiven  unto  men:  but  the  blasphemy  against  the 
Holy  Ghost  shall  not  be  forgiven  unto  men.  And  who- 
soever speaketh  a  word  against  tho  Son  of  man,  it  shall 
be  forgiven  him:  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the 
Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this 
world,  neither  in  the  world  to  come. 

Mk.  3.  28.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  All  sins  shall  be 
forgiven  unto  the  sons  of  men,  and  blasphemies  where- 
with soever  they  shall  blaspheme:  but  he  that  shall 
blaspheme  against  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  never  forgive- 
ness, but  is  in  danger  of  eternal  damnation. 

Lk.  12.  10.  Unto  him  that  blasphemeth  against  the 
Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him. 

1  Jn.  5.  16.  l£  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin 
which  is  not  unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give 
him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto  death.  There  is  a 
sin  unto  death:  I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 

533.     Is  the^e  a  second  death  for  the  wicked? 

Rev.  2.  11.  He  that  overcometh,  shall  not  be  hurt 
of  the  second  death. 

Ps.  20.  6.  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in 
the  first  resurrection:  on  such  the  second  death  hath 
no  power,  but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God,  and  of 
Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years.  14. 
And  death  and  hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.  This 
is  the  second  death.  And  whosoever  was  not  found 
written  in  the  book  of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

Rev.  21.  8.  But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and

Let  both  grow  together  until  the  har- 
vest :  and  in  the  time  of  harvest,  I  will  say  to  the  reap- 
ers. Gather  ye  together  first  the  tares,  and  bind  them 
in  bundles  to  burn  them:  but  gather  the  wheat  into  my 
barn.

Mat.  3.  7.  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned 
you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come! 

Mat.  5.  20.  Except  your  righteousness  shall  exceed 
the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall 
in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.

rection of  damnation. 

Jn.  17.  12.  None  of  them  is  lost,  hut  the  son  of 
perdition. 

Rom.  2,  8.  Unto  them  that  are  contentious,  and  do 
not  obey  the  truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness:  indigna- 
tion and  wrath.  Tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every 
soul  of  man  that  doeth  evil. 

1  Cor.  6.  9.  Know  ye  not  the  unrighteous  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God?  Be  not  deceived;  neither 
fornicators,  nor  idolators,  nor  adulterers^  nor  effemi- 
nate, nor  abusers  of  themselves  with  mankind,  nor 
thieves,  nor  coveteous,  nor  drunkards^  nor  revilers,  nor 
extortioners  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Gal.  3.  10.  Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueth  not 
in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to 
do  them. 

Gal.  5.  19.  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest, 
which  are  these,  Adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness, 
laBciviousness,  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance, 
emulations,  wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies,  envyings, 
murders,  drunkenness,  revellings,  and  such  like:  of  the 
which  I  tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time 
past,  that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

Ep.  5.  6.  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor 
unclean  person,  nor  coveteous  man,  who  is  an  idolater, 
hath  any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  of 
God. 

Phil.  3.  18.  They  are  the  enemies  of  the  cross  of 
Christ:  Whose  end  is  destruction. 

1  Tim.  6.  9.  But  they  that  will  be  rich,^fall  into 
temptation,  and  a  snare,  and  into  many  foolish  and  hurt- 
ful lusts,  which  drown  men  in  destruction  and  perdi- 
tion. 

Heb.  6.  8.  But  that  which  beareth  thorns  and  briars 
is  rejected,  and  is  nigh  unto  cursing;  whose  end  is  to  be 
burned.     But,  beloved,  we  are  persuaded  better  things 
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of  you,  and  things  that  accompany  salvation,  though  we 
thus  speak. 

Heb.  10.  26.  If  we  sin  wilfully,  after  that  we  have 
received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth 
no  more  sacrifice  for  sins,  But  a  certain  fearful  looking 
for  of  judgment  and  fiery  indignation,  which  shall  cle- 
Tour  the  adversaries.

Jam.  1.  15.  And  sin  when  it  is  finished,  bringeth 
forth  death. 

2  Pet.  2.  9.  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the 
godly  out  of  temptation,  and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  N. 
the  day  of  judgment  to  be  punished.  17.  These  are 
wells  without  water,  clouds  that  are  carried  with  a  tem- 
pest; to  whom  the  mist  of  darkness  is  reserved  forever. 
(See  the  whole  chapter.) 

2  Pet.  3.  7.  But  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  which 
are  now,  by  the  same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved 
unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of 
ungodly  men. 

Rev.  19.  20.  And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with  him 

the  false  prophet ^These  both  were  cast  alive  into  a 

lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone. 

Rev.  21.  27.  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it 
any  thing  that  defileth,  neither  whatsoever  worketh 
abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie ;  but  they  which  are  writ- 
ten in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

Rev.  22.  14.  Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  command- 
ments, that  they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and 
may  enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city.  For  with- 
out are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whoremongers,  and 
murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth  and 
maketh  a  lie. 

541.  How  long  will  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  con- 
tinue ? 

Pr.  10.  28.  The  expectation  of  the  wicked  shall 
perish. 

Pr.  11.7.  When  a  wicked  man  dieth,  his  expe  rotation 
shall  perish:  and  the  hope  of  unjust  men  perish eth. 
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Mat.  25.  41.  Then  shall  he  saj  also  unto  them  od 
the  left  hand,  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlast- 
ing fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels:  For  I 
was  a  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat.  46.  And 
these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment:  but 
the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

Mk.  9.  43.  If  thy  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off:  it 
is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed,  than  having 
two  hands  to  go  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall 
be  quenched:  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the 
fire  is  not  quenched.     44 — 48. 

Mk.  14.  21.  Wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of 
man  is  betrayed !  good  were  it  for  that  man  if  he  had 
never  been  born.     Mat.  26.  24. 

Lk.  3.  17.  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will 
thoroughly  purge  his  floor,  and  will  gather  the  wheat 
into  his  garner;  but  the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  fire 
unquenchable. 

.  Lk.  16.  22.  The  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried: 
And  in  hell  he  lifled  up  his  eyes  being  in  torments,  and 
seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom. 
And  he  cried,  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy 
x>n  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  ol 
his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue:  for  I  am  tor- 
mented in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  said.  Son,  re- 
member that  thou  in  thy  life  time  receivedst  thy  good 
ithings,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things:  but  now  he 
ts  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented.  And  besides  all 
this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed:  so 
nhat  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you,  can- 
not: neither  can  they  pass  to  us  that  would  come  from 
hence. 

Jn.  3.  36.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son,  hath  ever- 
lasting life:  and  he  that  believeth  not  the  Son,  shall  not 
see  life;  but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him. 

2  Tlies.  1.  7.  The  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from 
heaven  with  his  mighty  Bngels,  In  flaming  fire,  taking 
vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey 
not  the    gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Who  shall 
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be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction  from  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power. 

Jude  6.  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  es- 
tate, but  left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in 
everlasting  chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of 
the  great  day.  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and 
the  cities  about  them  in  like  manner,  giving  themselves 
over  to  fornication,  and  going  after  strange  flesh,  are 
set  forth  for  an  example,  suffering  the  vengeance  of 
eternal  fire.  13.  Raging  waves  of  the  sea,  foaming 
out  their  own  shame;  wandering  stars,  to  whom  is  re- 
served the  blackness  of  darkness  forever. 

Rev.  14.  10.  The  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of 
the  wrath  of  God,  which  is  poured  out  without  mixture 
into  the  cup  of  his  indignation;  and  he  shall  be  tor- 
mented with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the  presence  of  the 
holy  angels,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb :  And  the 
smoke  of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  forever  and  ever: 
and  they  shall  have  no  rest  day  nor  night. 

Rev.  20.  10.  And  the  devil  that  deceived  them,  was 
cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  where  the  beast 
and  false  prophet  are,  and  shall  be  tormented  day  and 
night  forever  and  ever. 

542.  Is  this  life  a  state  of  perfect  retribution  ?  or  do 
the  wicked  have  ^^ good  things^^  here,  and  the  righteous 
**  evil  things  ?^* 

Job  21.  7.  Wherefore  do  the  wicked  live,  become 
old,  yea,  are  mighty  in  power?  Their  seed  is  estab- 
lished in  their  sight  with  them,  and  their  offspring  be- 
fore their  eyes.  Their  houses  are  safe  from  fear,  nei-^ 
ther  is  the  rod  of  God  upon  them.  Their  bull  gender- 
eth,  and  faileth  not:  their  cow  calveth,  and  casteth  not 
her  calf.  They  send  forth  their  little  ones  like  a  flock^ 
and  their  children  dance.  They  take  the  timbrel  an(i 
harp,  and  rejoice  at  the  sound  of  the  organ.  They 
spend  their  days  in  wealth,  and  in  a  moment  go  dowa 
to  the  grave.     Therefore  they  say  unto  God,   D^p^U 
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from  us;  for  we  desire  not  the  knowledge  of  thy  ways. 
What  is  the  Almighty,  that  we  should  serve  bim.^  and 
what  profit  should  we  have,  if  we  pray  unto  him?  Lo, 
their  good  is  not  in  their  hand. 

Ps.  73.  3.     I  was  envious  at  the  foolish,  when  I  saw 
the  prosperity  of  the  wicked.     For  there  are  no  bands 
in  their  death:  but  their  strength  is  firm.     They  are 
not  in  trouble  as  other  men;  neither  are  they  plagued 
\  like    other  men.     Therefore    pride   compasseth   them 

about  as  a  chain;  violence  covereth  them  as  a  gar- 
ment. Their  eyes  si  and  out  with  fatness:  they  have 
more  than  heart  could  wish.  They  are  corrupt,  and 
speak  wickedly  concerning  oppression:  they  speak 
loftily.  They  set  their  mouth  against  the  heavens,  and 
their  tongue  walketh  through  the  earth.  Therefore  his 
people  return  hither:  and  waters  of  a  full  cup  are 
wrung  out  to  them.  And  they  say,  How  doth  God 
know?  and  is  there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High?  Be- 
hold, these  are  the  ungodly,  who  prosper  in  the  world; 
they  increase  in  riches.  Verily  I  have  cleansed  my 
heart  in  vain,  and  washed  my  hands  in  innocency.  For 
all  the  day  long  have  I  been  plagued,  and  chastened 
every  morning.  If  I  say,  I  will  speak  thus;  behold,  I 
should  offend  against  the  generation  of  thy  children. 
When  I  thought  to  know  this,  it  was  too  painful  for 
me;  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God;  then  un- 
derstood I  their  end.  Surely  thou  didst  set  them  in 
slippery  places:  thou  castedst  them  down  into  destruc- 
tion. How  are  they  brought  into  desolation,  as  in  a 
moment!  they  are  utterly  consumed  with  terrors. 

Ps.  92.  7.  When  the  wicked  spring  as  the  grass,  and 
when  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  do  flourish;  it  is  that 
they  shall  be  destroyed  forever. 

Ec.  9.  1.  For  all  this  I  considered  in  my  heart  even 
to  declare  all  this,  that  the  righteous,  and  the  wise,  and 
their  works,  are  in  the  hand  of  God:  no  man  knoweth 
either  love  or  hatred  by  all  that  is  before  them.  All 
things  come  alike  to  all:  there  is  one  event  to  the  righ- 
teous and  to  the  wicked;  to  the  good;  and  to  the  clean, 
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aadto  the  unclean;  to  him  that  sacrificeth,  and  to  him 
that  sacrificeth  not:  as  is  the  good,  so  is  the  sinner; 
and  he  that  sweareth,  as  he  that  feareth  an  oath. 

Jer.  12.  1.  Righteous  art  thou,  O  Lord,  when  1  plead 
with  thee:  yet  let  me  talk  with  thee  of  thy  judgments: 
Wherefore  doth  the  way  of  the  wicked  prosper?  where- 
fore are  all  they  happy  that  deal  very  treacherously  ? 
Thou  hast  planted  them,  yea,  they  have  taken  root: 
they  grow,  yea,  they  bring  forth  fruit:  thou  art  near  in 
their  mouth,  and  far  from  their  reins.  3.  But  thou,  O 
Lord,  kno west  me:  thou  hast  seen  me,  and  tried  my 
heart  toward  thee. 

Mat.  6.  I.  Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  be- 
fore men,  to  be  seen  of  them:  otherwise  ye  have  no 
reward  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  2.  There- 
fore when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trum- 
pet before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do,  in  the  synagogues, 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men. 
Verily^  I  say  unto  you.  They  have  their  reward. 

Lk.  6.  20.  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples, 
and  said.  Blessed  be  ye  poor;  for  yours  is  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger  now:  for  ye  shall 
be  filled.  Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now:  for  ye  shall 
laugh.  Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and 
when  they  shall  separate  you  from  their  company,  and 
shall  reproach  you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as  evil,  for 
the  Son  of  man's  sake.  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and 
leap  for  joy:  ior  behold,  your  reward  is  great  in  heav- 
en: for  in  the  like  manner  did  their  fathers  unto  the 
prophets.  But  wo  unto  you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have 
received  your  consolation.  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full! 
for  ye  shall  hunger.  Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now! 
for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.  Wo  unto  you,  when  all 
men  shall  speak  well  of  you!  for  so  did  their  fathers 
to  the  false  prophets. 

Lk.  16.  24.  And  he  cried,  and  said.  Father  Abra- 
ham, have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he 
may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue:  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.

ceivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus  evil 
things:  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tor- 
mented. 

Jam.  5.  1.  Go  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep  and  howl 
for  your  miseries  that  shall  come  upon  you.  Your 
riches  are  corrupted,  and  your  garments  are  moth- 
eaten.  Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered;  and  the  rust 
of  them  shall  be  a  witness  against  you,  and  shall  eat 
your  flesh  as  it  were  fire.  Ye  have  heaped  treasure 
together  for  the  last  days.  Behold,  the  hire  of  the  la- 
borers who  have  reaped  down  your  fields,  which  is  of 
you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth;  and  the  cries  of  them 
which  have  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears  of  the 
Lord  of  Sabaoth.  Ye  have  lived  in  pleasure  on  the 
earth,  and  been  wanton ;  ye  have  nourished  your  hearts, 
as  in  a  day  of  slaughter.  Ye  have  condemned  and 
killed  the  just ;  and  he  doth  not  resist  you. 

543.  TViU  mankind  be  rewarded  and  punished  accord^ 
tng  to  their  works,  hereafter  ? 

Job  34.  11.  The  work  of  a  man  shall  he  render  unto 
him,  and  cause  every  man  to  find  according  to  his  ways. 
Yea,  surely  God  will  not  do  wickedly,  neither  will  the 
Almighty  pervert  judgment. 

Ps.  62.  12.  Also  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  belongeth  mer- 
cy: for  thou  rend erest  to  every  man  according  to  his 
work. 

Pr.  24.  12.  Shall  not  he  render  to  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  works? 

Is.  3.  10.  Say  ye  to  the  righteous,  that  it  shall  be  well 
with  him:  for  they  shall  eat  the  fruit  of  their  doings. 
Wo  unto  the  wicked!  it  shall  be  ill  with  him:  for  the 
reward  of  his  hands  shall  be  given  him. 

Jer.  17.  10.  1  the  Lord  search  the  heart,  I  try  the 
reins,  even  to  give  every  man  according  to  his  ways 
and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings. 

Jer.  25.  14.  I  will  recompense  them  accordinc:  to 
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their  deeds,  and  according  to  the  works  of  their  own 
hands.

When 
saw  we  thee  a  stranger,  gnd  took  thee  in.'^  or  naked, 
and  clothed  thee?  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in 
prison,  and  came  unto  thee  ?  And  the  King  shall  an- 
swer and  say  unto  them.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Inas~ 
much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  Then  shall  he 
say  also  unto  them  on  the  lefl  hand,  Depart  from  me, 
ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil 
and  his  angels:  For  I  was  a  hungered,  and  ye  gave 
me  no  meat :  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no  drink : 
I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  not  in :  naked,  and 
ye  clothed  me  not :  sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited 
me  not.  Then  shall  they  also  answer  him,  saying, 
Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  a  hungered,  or  athirst,  or  a 
stranger,  or  naked,  or  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  did  not 
minister  unto  thee?  Then  shall  he  answer  them,  say- 
ing, Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not 
to  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me.  And 
these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment :  but 
the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

Rom.  2.  3.  And  thinkest  thou  this,  O  man,  that  judg- 
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est  them  which  do  such  thiogs,  and  doest  the  same, 
tliat  thou  shalt  escape,  the  judgment  of  God?  Or  de- 
spisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodness,  and  fbrbearaDce, 
and  long-suffering ;  not  knowing  that  the  goodness  of 
God  leadeth  thee  to  repentance?  But  after  thj  hard- 
ness and  impenitent  heart,  treasurest  up  unto  thyself 
wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  revelation  of  the 
righteous  judgment  of  God;  Who  will  render  to  every 
man  according  to  his  deeds  :  To  them  who  by  patient 
continuance  in  well-doing,  seek  for  glory,  and  honor, 
and  immortality ;  eternal  life  :  But  unto  them  that  are 
contentious,  and  do  not  obey  the  truth,  but  obey  un- 
righteousness :  indignation  and  wrath,  Tribulation  and 
anguish,  upon  every  soul  of  man  that  doeth  evil;  of  the 
Jew  first,  and  also  of  the  Gentile;  But  glory,  honor, 
and  peace,  to  every  man  that  worketh  good;  to  the  Jew 
first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile;  For  there  is  no  respect  of 
persons  with  God. 

2  Cor.  5.  10.  We  must  all  appear  before  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ;  that  every  one  may  leceive  the 
things  done  in  his  body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done, 
whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 

2  Cor.  11.  15.  Whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their 
works. 

Gal.  6.  7.  Be  not  deceived;  God  is  not  mocked  :  for 
whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  For 
he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  cor- 
ruption :  but  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit,  shall  of  the 
Spirit,  reap  life  everlasting.     9. 

Ep.  6.  8.  Whatsoever  good  thing  any  man  doeth,  the 
same  shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord. 

2  Tim.  4.  7.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  fin- 
ished my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith :  Henceforth 
there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousne,ss,  which 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  shall  give  me  at  that 
day{  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that 
love  his  appearing. 

1  Pet.  1.  17.  And  if  ye  call  on  the  F;ather,  who  witb- 
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out  respect  of  persons  judgeth  according  ito  every  man's 
work. 

Rev.  2.  23.  I  am  he  which  searcheth  the  reins  and 
hearts  :  and  I  will  give  unto  every  one  of  you  accord- 
ing to  your  works. 

Rev.  20.  12.  And  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those 
things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  according  to 
their  works, And  they  were  judged  every  man  ac- 
cording to  their  works. 

Rev.  22.  12.  Behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  ixjy  re- 
ward is  with  me,  to  give  every  man  according  as  his 
work  shall  be.

544.  Can  a  God  of  love,  mercy,  and  tender  compas" 
stony  punish  the  guilty,  cither  here  or  hereafter  ? 

Ex.  34.  6.  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him,  and 
proclaimed,  The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful  and 
gracious,  long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  goodness  and 
truth.  Keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity 
and  transgression  and  sin,  and  that  will  by  no  means 
clear  the  guilty;  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
upon  the  children,  and  upon  the  children's  children, 
unto  the  third  and  to  the  fourth  generation. 

Jud.  2.  11.  And  the  children  of  Israel  did  evil  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord,  and  served  Baalim.  14.  And  the 
anger  of  the  Lord  was  hot  against  Israel,  and  he  deliv- 
ered them  into  the  hands  of  spoilers  that  spoiled  them, 
and  he  sold  them  into  the  bands  of  their  enemies  round 
about. 

2  K.  17.  13.  The  Lord  testified  against  Israel,  and 
against  Judah,  by  all  the  prophets,  and  by  all  the  seers. 
Notwithstanding,  they  would  not  hear,  but  hard- 
ened their  necks.

Not  prevented  by  love  and  compassion. 

Pb.  73.  49.  He  cast  upon  them  the  fierceness  of  his 
anger,  wrath,  and  indignation,  and  trouble,  by  sending 
evil  angels  among  them.  He  made  a  way  to  his  anger; 
he  spared  not  their  soul  from  death,  but  gave  their 
life  over  to  the  pestilence ;  And  smote  all  the  first-born 
in  Egjpt;  the  chief  of  their  strength  in  the  tabernacles 
of  Ham. 

Pr.  1.  24.  Because  I  have  called  and  ye  refused;  1 
have  stretched  out  my  hand,  and  no  man  regarded; 
But  ye  have  set  at  nought  all  my  counsel,  and  would 
none  of  my  reproof:  1  also  will  laugh  at  your  calamity: 
I  will  mock  when  your  fear  cometh;  When  your  fear 
Cometh  as  desolation,  and  your  destruction  cometh  as  a 
whirlwind;  when  distress  and  anguish  cometh  upon  you. 
Then  shall  they  call  upon  me,  but  I  will  not  answer;- 
they  shall  seek  me  early,  but  they  shall  not  find  me; 
For  that  they  hated  knowledge,  and  did  not  choose  the 
fear  of  the  Lord:  They  would  none  of  my  counsel: 
they  despised  all  my  reproof.  Therefore  shall  they  eat 
of  the  fruit  of  their  own  way,  and  be  filled  with  their 
own  devices.  For  the  turning  away  of  the  simple  shall 
slay  them,  and  the  prosperity  of  fools  shall  destroy 
them. 

Ezk.  7.  8.  Now  will  I  shortly  pour  out  my  fury  upon 
thee,  and  accomplish  mine  anger  upon  thee:  and  I  will 
judge  thee  according  to  thy  ways,  and  will  recompense 
thee  for  all  thine  abominations.  And  mine  eye  shall  not 
spare,  neither  will  Ihave  pity;  I  will  recompense  thee 
according  to  thy  ways,  and  thine  abominations  that  are 
in  the  midst  of  thee ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord  that  smiteth. 

Dan.  9.  12.  He  hath  confirmed  his  words,  which  he 
spake  against  us,  and  against  our  judges  that  judged 
us,  by  bringing  upon  us  a  great  evil:  for  under  the 
whole  heaven  hath  not  been  done  as  hath  been  done 
upon  Jerusalem.  As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses, 
all  this  evil  is  come  upon  us:  yet  made  we  not  our 
prayer  before  the  Lord  our  God,  that  we  might  turn 
from  our  iniquities,  and  understand  thy  truth.     Thero- 
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fore  hath  the  Lord  watched  upon  the  evil,  and  brought 
it  upon  us. 

Nah.  1.  3.  The  Lord  is  slow  to  anger,  and  great  in 
power,  and  will  not  at  all  acquit  the  wicked. 

2.  Pet.  ^.  4.  If  God  spared  not  the  angels  that  sinned, 

but  cast  them  down  to  hell. -And  spared  not  the  old 

world,  but  saved  N^ah  the  eighth  person,  a  preacher  of 
righteousness,  bringing  in  the  flood  upon  the  world  of 
the  ungodly ;  And  turning  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Go- 
morrah into  ashes,  condemned  them  with  an  overthrow, 
making  them  an  ensample  unto  those  that  after  should 
live  ungodly;  And  delivered  just  Lot,  vexed  with  the 
filthy  conversation  of  the  wicked:  9.  The  Lord  know- 
eth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of  temptations,  and  to 
reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be  pun- 
ished. 

545.  Do  transgressors  deserve  the  punishment  which 
God  has  inflicted  and  threatened  1 

Gen.  39.  9.  How  then  can  I  do  this  great  wicked- 
ness, and  sin  against  God? 

Ex.  9.  27.  And  Pharaoh  sent  and  called  for  Moses 
and  Aaron,  and  said  unto  them,  I  have  sinned  this  time: 
the  Lord  is  righteous,  and  I  and  my  people  are  wicked. 
Entreat  the  Lord  (for  it  is  enough)  that  there  be  no 
more  mighty  thunderings  and  hail;  and  I  will  let  you  go, 
and  ye  shall  stay  no  longer. 

1  S.  2.  25.  If  one  man  sin  against  another,  the  judge 
shall  judge  him:  but  if  a  man  sin  against  the  Lord,  who 
shall  entreat  for  him? 

Ps.  51.  4.  Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned, 
and  done  this  evil  in  thy  sight :  that  thou  mightest  be 
'justified  when  thou  speakest,  and  be  clear  when  thou 
judgest. 

Dan.  9.  12.  And  he  hath  confirmed  his  words,  which 
.he  spake  against  us,  and  against  our  judges  that  judged 
us,  by  bringing  upon  us  a  great  evil:  for  under  the 
whole  heaven  hath  not  been  done  as  hath  been  done 
upon  Jerusalem.     As  it  is  written  in  the   law  of  Mo- 
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sea,  all  this  evil  is  corae  upon  us:  -yet  made  we  not  our 
prayer  before  the  Lord  our  God,  that  we  might  turn 
from  our  iniquities,  and  understand  thy  truth.  There- 
fore hath  the  Lord  watched  upon  the  evil,  and  brought 
it  upon  us:  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  righteous  in  all  his 
works  which  he  doeth:  for  we  obeyed  not  his  voice. 

Lk.  23.  39.  And  one  of  the  mab^actors,  which  were 
hanged,  railed  on  him,  saying.  If  thou  be  Christ,  save 
thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  answering,  rebuked  him, 
saying,  Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the 
same  condemnation  ?  And  we  indeed  justly ;  for  we  re- 
ceive the  due  reward  of  our  deeds:  but  this  man  hadi 
done  nothing  amiss. 

Rom.  3.  4.  Let  God  be  true,  but  every  man  a  liar; 
as  it  is  written.  That  thou  roightest  be  justified  in  thy 
sayings,  and  mightest  overcome  when  thou  art  judged. 
5.  But  if  our  unrighteousness  commend  the  righteous- 
ness of  God,  what  shall  we  say?  Is  God  unrighteous 
who  taketh  vengeance.^  (I  speak  as  a  man.)  6.  God 
forbid:  for  then  how  shall  God  judge  the  world? 

Rom.  7.  13.  But  sin,  that  it  might  appear  sin,  work- 
ing death  in  me  by  that  which  is  good ;  that  sin  by  the 
commandment  might  become  exceeding  sinful. 

2  Thes.  1.4.  So  that  we  ourselves  glory  in  you  in 
the  churches  of  God,  for  your  patience  and  faith  in  all 
your  persecutions  and  tribulations  that  ye  endure: 
Which  is  a  manifest  token  of  the  righteous  judgment 
of  God,  that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy  of  the  kingdom 
of  God,  for  which  ye  also  suffer:  Seeing  it  is  a  right- 
eous thing  with  God  to  recompense  tribulation  to  them 
that  trouble  you ;  And  to  you,  who  are  troubled,  rest 
with  us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from 
heaven  with  his  mighty  angels,  In  flaming  fire  taking 
vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey 
not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

546.  Does  it  belong  to  God  to  punish  and  vindicalt 
himself  and  his  people  1 

Dt.  32.  35.    To  me  belongeth  vengeance  and  recom- 
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pense;  their  foot  shall  slide  in  due  time:  for  the  day  of 
their  calamity  is  at  hand,  and  the  things  that  shall  come 
upon  them  make  haste.  For  the  Lord  shall  judge  his 
people,  and  repent  himself  for  his  servants;  when  he 
seeth  that  their  power  is  gone,  and  there  is  none  shut 
up  or  left.  39.  See  now  that  I,  even  I  am  he,  and 
there  is  no  god  with  me:  I  kill,  and  I  make  alive; 
J  wound,  and  I  heal:  neither  is  there  any  that  can 
deliver  out  of  my  hand.  For  I  lift  up  my  hand  to 
heaven,  and  say,  I  live  forever.  If  1  whet  my  glitter- 
ipg  sword,  and  my  hand  take  hold  on  judgment;  I  will 
render  vengeance  to  mine  enemies,  and  will  reward 
them  that  hate  me.  I  will  make  mine  arrows  drunk 
with  blood,  and  my  sword  shall  devour  flesh;  and  that 
with  the  blood  of  the  slain  and  of  the  captives  from  the 
beginning  of  revenges  upon  the  enemy.  Rejoice,  O 
ye  nations,  with  his  people:  for  he  will  avenge  the 
blood  of  his  servants,  and  will  render  vengeance  to  his 
adversaries,  and  will  be  merciful  unto  his  land,  and  to 
his  people. 

Ps.  94.  1.  O  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belong- 
eth ;  O  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth,  show  thy- 
self. 

Rom.  12.  19.  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  your^ 
selves,  but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath:  for  it  is  writ* 
ten,  Vengeance  is  mine;  I  will  repay,  saith  the  Lord. 

547.  WJiat  are  some  of  the  reasons  why  Godpun-^ 
ishes  ike  wicked  according  to  their  deserts  ? 

Ex.  9.  15.  For  now  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand,  that 
I  may  smite  thee  and  thy  people  with  pestilence;  and 
thou  shalt  be  cut  off  from  the  earth.  And  in  very  deed 
for  this  cause  have  I  raised  thee  up,  for  to  shew  in  thee 
my  power;  and  that  my  name  may  be  declared  through- 
out all  the  earth. 

£x.  14.  4.  I  will  be  honored  upon  Pharaoh,  and 
upon  all  his  host;  that  the  Egyptians  may  know  that  I 

am  the  Lord. 
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Dt.  4.  34.  Or  hath  God  essayed  to  go  and  take  him 
a  nation  from  the  midst  of  another  nation,  by  tempta- 
tions, hy  signs,  and  hy  wonders,  and  by  war,  and  by  a 
mighty  hand,  and  by  a  stretched-out  arm,  and  by  great 
terrors,  according  to  all  that  the  Lord  your  God  did  for 
you  in  Egypt  before  your  eyes  ?  Unto  thee  it  was  shewed, 
that  thou  mightest  know  that  the  Lord  he  is  God:  there 
is  none  else  besides  him. 

Ps.  9.  19.  Arise,  O  Lord;  let  not  man  prevail:  let  the 
heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight.  Put  them  in  fear,  O 
Lord:  that  the  nations  may  know  themselves  to  be  but 

men. 

Ps.  83.  17.  Let  them  be  confounded  and  troubled  for 
ever;  yea,  let  them  be  put  to  shame,  and  perish:  That 
men  may  know  that  thou,  whose  name  alone  is  Jeho- 
vah, art  the  most  high  over  all  the  earth. 

Ezk.  25.  17.  And  I  will  execute  great  vengeanoe 
upon  them  with  furious  rebukes;  and  they  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord,  when   I  shall  lay  my  vengeance 

upon  them. 

Rom.  9.  17.  For  the  scripture  saith  unto  Pharaoh, 
Even  for  this  same  purpose  have  I  raised  thee  up,  that 
I  might  shew  my  power  in  thee,  and  that  my  name 
might  be  declared  throughout  all  the  earth.  22.  What 
if  God,  willing  to  shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make  his 
power  known,  endured  with  much  long-sufiering  the 
vessels  of  wrath  fitted  to  destruction:  And  that  he  might 
make  known  the  riches  of  his  glory  on  the  vessels  of 
mercy,  which  he  had  afore  prepared  unto  glory.  Even 
us,  whom  he  hath  called,  not  of  the  Jews  only,  but  also 
of  the  Gentiles? 

548.  Will  the  righteous  be  perfectly  reconciled  to 
God! 8  punishing  the  wicked  according  to  his  threatenings 
and  predictions  1 

Ex.  15.  1.  Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Is- 
rael this  song  unto  the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying,  I  will 
sing  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously; 
the  horse  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea.  3. 
The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Lord  is  his  name.  Pha* 
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raoh's  chariots  and  his  host  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea^ 
his  chosen  captains  also  are  drowned  in  the  Red  sea. 
The  depths  have  covered  them :  they  sank  into  the  bot- 
tom as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  is  become 
glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  hath  dashed 
in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness  of  thine 
excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose  up 
against  thee:  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nos-> 
trils  the  waters  were  gathered  together,  the  floods  stood 
upright  as  a  heap,  and  the  depths  were  congealed  in 
the  heart  of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I 
will  overtake,  I  will  divide  the  spoil:  my  lust  shall  be 
satisfied  upon  them;  I  will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand 
shall  destroy  them.  Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  wind, 
the  sea  covered  them:  they  sank  as  lead  in  the  mighty 
waters.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  gods? 
who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises^ 
doing  wonders? 

Ps.  28.  4.  Give  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and 
according  to  the  wickedness  of  their  endeavors:  give 
them  after  the  work  of  their  hands;  render  to  them  their 
desert.  Because  they  regard  not  the  works  of  the  Lord, 
nor  the  operation  of  his  hands,  he  shall  destroy  them, 
and  not  build  them  up.

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Gen.  19.  24.  Then  the  Lord  rained  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah  brimstone  and  fire  from  the  Lord  out 
of  heaven;  And  he  overthrew  those  cities,  and  all  the 
plain,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  that 
which  grew  upon  the  ground. 

Dt.  32.  13.  He  made  him  ride  on  the  high  places  of 
the  earth,  that  he  might  eat  the  increase  of  the  fields;

sheep,  with  fat  of  lambs,  and  rams  of  the  breed  of  Ba- 
shan,  and  goats,  with  the  fat  of  kidneys  of  wheat;  and 
thou  didst  drink  the  pure  blood  of  the  grape.  But  Je- 
shurun  waxed  fat,  and  kicked:  thou  art  waxen  fat,  thou 
art  grown  thick,  thou  art  covered  with  fatness:  then  he 
forsook  God  which  made  him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the 
Rock  of  his  salvation. 

Jud.  8.  24.  And  Gideon  said  unto  them,  I  would  de- 
sire a  request  of  you,  that  you  would  give  me  every 
man  the  ear-rings  of  his  prey.  26.  And  the  weight  of 
golden  ear-rings  that  he  requested,  was  a  thousand  and 
seven  hundred  shekels  of  gold;  besides  ornaments, 
and  collars,  and  purple  raiment  that  was  on  the  kings 
of  Midian,  and  besides  the  chains  that  were  about  their 
camels' necks.  And  Gideon  made  an  Ephod  thereof, 
and  put  it  in  his  city,  even  in  Ophrah;  and  all  Israel 
went  thither  a  whoring  afler  it:  which  thing  became  a 
snare  unto  Gideon,  and  to  his  house. 

Pr.  1.  32.  The  prosperity  of  fools  shall  destroy 
them. 

Pr.  30.  8.  Give  me  neither  poverty  nor  riches ;  feed 
me  with  food  convenient  for  me:  Lest  I  be  full,  and 
deny  thee,  and  say,  Who  is  the  Lord?  or  lest  I  be 
poor,  and  steal,  and  take  the  name  of  my  God  in  vain. 

Ec.  5.  12.  The  abundance  of  the  rich  will  not  suffer 
him  to  sleep.  There  is  a  sore  evil  which  I  have  seen 
under  the  sun,  namely;  riches  kept  for  the  owners 
thereof  to  their  hurt. 

Jer.  22.  21.  I  spake  unto  thee  in  thy  prosperity;  but 
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Worldly  possessions  and  honors  vain. 

thou  saidst,  I  will  not  hear.  This  hath  been  thy  man- 
ner from  thy  youth. 

Ezk.  16.  49.  Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy 
sister  Sodom,  pride,  fullness  of  bread,  and  abundance 
of  idleness  was  in  her  and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did 
she  strengthen  the  hand  of  the  poor  and  needy.  And 
they  were  haughty,  and  committed  abomination  before 
me:  therefore  I  took  them  away  as  I  saw  good. 

Ezk.  28.  5.  By  thy  great  wisdom  and  by  thy  traffic, 
hast  thou  increased  thy  riches,  and  thy  heart  is  lifted 
up  because  of  thy  riches. 

Mk.  4.  19.  And  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the  de- 
ceitfulness  of  riches,  and  the  lusts  of  other  things  en- 
tering in,  choke  the  word,  and  it  becometh  unfruitful. 

1  Tim.  6.  8.  Having  food  and  raiment,  let  us  be 
therewith  content.  But  they  that  will  be  rich,  fall  into 
temptation,  and  a  snare,  and  into  many  foolish  and 
hurtful  lusts,  which  drown  men  in  destruction,  arid  per- 
dition. For  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil: 
which  while  some  coveted  after,  they  have  erred  from 
the  faith,  and  pierced  themselves  through  with  many 
sorrows.  But  thou,  O  man  of  God,  flee  these  things; 
and  follow  after  righteousness. 

574.  Are  worldly  possessions  and  honors  vain  and 
transitory  ? 

Pr.  23.  4.  Labor  not  to  be  rich:  cease  from  thine 
own  wisdom.  Wilt  thou  set  thine  eyes  upon  that  which 
is  not?  for  riches  certainly  make  themselves  wings; 
they  fly  away  as  an  eagle  toward  heaven. 

Ec.  1.  2.  Vanity  of  vanities,  saiththe  preacher,  van- 
ity of  vanities;  all  is  vanity.  14.  I  have  seen  all  the 
works  that  are  done  under  the  sun;  and  behold,  all  is 
vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit. 

Ec.  2.  4.  I  made  me  great  works;  I  builded  me 
houses;  I  planted  me  vineyards:  I  made  me  gardens 
and  orchards,  and  1  planted  trees  in  them  of  all  kind 
of  fruits:  I  made  me  pools  of  water,  to    water  there- 
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with  the  wood  that  bringeth  forth  trees:  I  got  ine  ser- 
vants and  maidens,  and  had  servants  born  in  my  house; 
also  I  had  great  possessions  of  great  and  small  cattle 
above  all  that  were  in  Jerusalem  before  me;  I  gathered 
roe  also  silver  and  gold,  and  the  peculiar  treasure  of 
kings,  and  of  the  provinces:  I  gat  me  men-singers  and 
women-singers,  and  the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  as 
musical  instruments,  and  that  of  all  sorts.  So  I  was 
great,  and  increased  more  than  all  that  were  before  me 
in  Jerusalem:  also  my  wisdom  remained  with  me.  And 
whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  not  from  them,  I 
withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  my  heart  re- 
joiced in  all  my  labor:  and  this  was  my  portioB  of  all 
my  labor.  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works  that  my 
hands  had  wrought,  and  on  the  labor  that  I  had  labored 
to  do:  and  behold,  all  was  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit, 
and  there  was  no  profit  under  the  sun.  Therefore  I 
hated  life;  because  the  work  that  is  wrought  under 
the  sun  is  grievous  unto  me:  for  all  is  vanity  and  vex- 
ation of  spirit.  Yea,  I  hated  all  my  labor  which  I  had 
taken  under  the  sun:  because  I  should  leave  it  unto 
the  man  that  shall  be  after  me.  And  who  knoweth 
whether  he  shall  be  a  wise  man  or  a  fool?  yet  shall  he 
have  rule  over  all  my  labor  wherein  I  have  labored, 
and  wherein  1  have  shewed  myself  wise  under  the  sun. 
This  is  also  vanity. 

575.  A?^e  the  hoarding  of  riches^  conformity  to  the 
world,  and  wearing  ornaments  forbidden  7 

Pr.  28.  20.  A  faithful  man  shall  abound  with  bless- 
ings: but  he  that  maketh  haste  to  be  rich  shall  not  be 
innocent.  22.  He  that  hasteth  to  be  rich  hath  an  evil 
eye,  and  considereth  not  that  poverty  shall  come  upon 
him. 

Is.  5.  8.  Wo  unto  them  that  join  house  to  house,  that 
lay  field  to  field,  till  there  be  no  place,  that  they  may 
be  placed  alone  in  the  midst  of  the  earth! 

Mat.  6.  19.  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
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earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where 
thieves  break  through  and  steal :  But  lay  up  for  your- 
selves treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor 
rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break 
through  nor  steal.  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there 
will  your  heart  be  also.  24.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and 
mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought 
for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink; 
nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  31. 
Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying,  What  shall  we  eat? 
or,  what  shall  we  drink  .^  or,  wherewithal  shall  we  be 
clothed  ?  (For  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek) 
for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need 
of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the 
morrow:  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the 
things  of  itself. 

Mat.  19.23.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you.  That  a  rich  man 
shall  hardly  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And 
again  I  say  unto  you.  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go 
through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  en- 
ter into  the  kingdom  of  God.     Lk.  18.  25. 

Lk.  6.  24.  Wo  unto  you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have 
received  your  consolatien.  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full! 
for  ye  shall  hunger. 

Lk.  12.  19.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for 
many  years;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  mer- 
ry. But  God  said  unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy 
soul  shall  be  required  of  thee:  then  whose  shall  those 
things  be  which  thou  hast  provided?  So  is  he  that 
layeth  up  ^treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward 
God.

Take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any 
time  your  hearts  be  overcharged   with   surfeiting  and 
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drunkenness,   and   cares  of  this  life,    and  so  that   day 
come  upon  you  unawares. 

Jn.  6.  27.  Labor  not  for  the  meat  which  perishetb, 
but  for  that  meat  which  endureth   unto  everlasting  lite. 

Rom.  12.  2.  Be  not  conformed  to  this  world. 

Put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
make  not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfill  the  lusts 
thereof.

Whose  adorning  let  it  not  be  that  out- 
ward adorning  of  plating  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of 
gold,  and  of  putting  on  of  apparel;  But  let  it  be  the 
hidden  man  of  the  heart,  in  that  which  is  not  corrupti- 
ble, even  the  ornament  of  a  meek  arid  quiet  spirit, 
which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of  great  price.

Though  hand  join 
in  hand  the  wicked  shall  not  be  unpunished:  but  the 
seed  of  the  righteous  shall  be  delivered.  31.  Behold, 
the  righteous  shall  bs  recompensed  in  the  earth:  much 
more  the  wicked  and  the  sinner. 

Pr.  13.  6.  Righteousness  keepeth  him  that  is  upright 
in  the  way:  but  wickedness  overthroweth  the  sinner. 
21.  Evil  pursueth  sinners:  but  to  the  righteous,  good 
shall  be  repaid.  A  good  man  leaveth  an  inheritance  to 
his  children's  children:  and  the  wealth  of  the  sinner  is 
laid  up  for  the  just.

Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the 
Lord  shall  answer.  9 — 12. 

Dan.  3.  18.  But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee,  O 
king,  that  we  will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the 
golden  image  which  thou  has  set  up.  30.  Then  the 
king  promoted  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abednego,  in 
the  province  of  Babylon. 

Mat.  6.  33.  Seek  ye  the  first  kingdom  of  God,  and  his 
righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you.

How  oft  is  the  candle  of  the  wicked  put 
out:  and  how  oft  cometh  their  destruction  upon  them? 
God  distributetli  sorrows  in  his  anger.  They  are  as 
stubble  bofore  the  wind,  and  as  chaff  that  the  storm 
carrieth  away.  God  layeth  up  his  iniquity  for  his  chil- 
dren: he  rewardeth  him,  and  he  shall  know  it.  His 
eyes  shall  see  his  destruction,  and  he  shall  drink  ofthe 
wrath  ofthe  Almighty. 

Job  27.  13.  This  is  the  portion  of  a  wicked  man 
with  God,  and  the  heritage  of  oppressors,  which  they 
shall  receive  ofthe  Almighty.  If  his  children  be  mul- 
tiplied, it  is  for  the  sword:  and  his  offspring  shall  not 
be  satisfied  with  bread.  Those  that  remain  of  him  shall 
be  buried  in  death:  and  his  widows  shall  not  weep. 
Though  he  heap  us  silver  as  the  dust,  and  prepare  rai- 
ment as  the  clay; The  just  shall  put  it  on,  and  the 

innocent  shall  divide  the  silver. 

Pr.  3.  33.  The  curse  ofthe  Lord  is  in  the  house  of 
the  wicked:  but  he  blesseth  the  habitation  of   the  just. 

Pr.  12.  13.  The  wicked  is  snared  by  the  transgres- 
sion of  his  lips:  but  the  just  shall  come  out  of  trouble. 

Pr.  13.  5.  A  righteous  man  hateth  lying:  but  a 
wicked  man  is  loathsome,  and  cometh  to  shame.  15. 
Good  understanding  giveth  favor:  but  the  way  of  trans- 
gressors is  hard. 

Pr.  28.  8.  He  that  by  usury  and  unjust  gain  increas- 
eth  his  substance,  he  shall  gather  it  for  him  that  will 
pity  the  poor. 

Jer.  17.  II.  Asi  the  partridge  sitteth  on  eggs,  and 
hatcheth  them  not;  so  he  that  getteth  riches,  and  not 
by  right,  shall  leave  them  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  and 
at  his  end  shall  be  a  fool. 

Ezk.  39.  23.  And  the  heathen  shall  know  that  the 
house  of  Israel  went  into  captivity  for  their   iniquity:

Ezk.  46.  3.  Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall 
worship  at  the  door  of  this  gate  before  the  Lord  in  the 
sabbaths  and  in  the  new-moons.  And  the  burnt-offer- 
ing that  the  prince  shall  ofier  unto  the  Lord  in  the  sab- 
bath-day shall  be  six  lambs  without  blemish,  and  a  ram 
ivithout  blemish. 

Mk.  6.  2.  And  when  the  sabbath-day  was  come,  he 
(Christ)  began  to  teach  in  the  synagogues. 

Lk.  4.  16.  And  as  his  custom  was,  he  (Jesus)  went 
into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath-day,  and  stood  up  for 
to  read.  31.  And  came  down  to  Capernaum,  a  city  of 
Galilee,  and  taught  them  on  the  sabbath-days. 

Lk.  13.  10.  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  syn* 
agogues  on  the  sabbath. 

Ac.  13.  14.  And  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the 
sabbath-day,  and  sat  down.  And  after  the  reading  of 
the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue 
sent  unto  them  saying,  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye 
have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people,  say  on. 
Then  Paul  stood  up.  42.  And  when  the  Jews  were 
gone  out  of  the  synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that 
these  words  might  be  preached  to  them  the  next  sab- 
bath. 44.  And  the  next  sabbath-day  came  almost  the 
whole  city  together,  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

Ac.  17.  2.  And  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in 
unto  them,  and  three  sabbath-days  reasoned  with  them 
out  of  the  scriptures. 

Ac.  18.  4.  And  he  (Paul)  reasoned  in  the  syna- 
gogue every  sabbath,  and  persuaded  the  Jews  and  the 
Greeks. 
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Heb.  10.  25.  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  our- 
selves together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is;  but  exhort- 
ing one  another.  Is.  66.  23.  Ps.  84.  1.— 10.  and  132.7. 

584.   Ought  the  sabbath  to  be  kept  holy  7 

Ex.  16.  23.  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  that 
which  the  Lord  hath  said,  To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the 
holy  sabbath  unto  the  Lord:  bake  that  which  ye  will 
bake  to-day,  and  seethe  that  ye  will  seethe;  and  that 
which  remaineth  over,  lay  up  for  you  to  be  kept  until 
the  morning.  And  they  laid  it  up  till  the  morning,  as 
Moses  bade:  and  it  did  not  stink,  neither  was  there  any 
worm  therein.  And  Moses  said.  Eat  that  to-day;  for 
to-day  is  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord;  to-day  ye  shall  not 
find  it  in  the  field.  Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on 
the  seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in  it  there  shall 
be  none.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out 
some  of  the  people  on  the  seventh  day  for  to  gather, 
and  they  found  none.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses, 
How  long  refuse  ye  to  keep  my  commandments  and  my 
laws.^  See,  for  that  the  Lord  hath  given  you  the  sab- 
bath, therefore  he  givethyou  on  the  sixth  day  the  bread 
of  two  days:  abide  ye  every  man  in  his  place,  let  no  man 
go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.  So  the  people 
rested  on  the  seventh  day. 

Ex.  20.  8.  Remember  the  sabbath- day  to  keep  it 
holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor  and  do  all  thy  work: 
but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God: 
in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor 
thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant, 
nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates. 
For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the 
sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day: 
wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath-day,  and  hal- 
lowed it. 

Ex.  23.  12.  Six  days  shalt  thou  do  thy  work,  and  on 
the  seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest:  that  thine  ox  and  thine 
ass  may  rest,  and  the  son  of  thy  hand-maid,  and  the 
stranger,  may  be  refreshed. 
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Ex.  31.  13.  Verily  my  sabbaths  J e  shall  keep:  for 
it  is  a  sign  between  me  and  you  throughout  your  gene- 
rations ;  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  that  doth 
sanctify  you.  Ye  shall  keep  the  sabbath  therefore:  for  it 
is  holy  unto  you.  Every  one  that  defileth  it  shall  surely 
be  put  to  death:  for  whosoever  doeth  any  work  therein, 
that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his  people.  Six 
days  may  work  be  done,  but  in  the  seventh  is  the  sab- 
bath of  rest  holy  to  the  Lord:  whosoever  doeth  any 
work  in  the  sabbath-day  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  sab- 
bath, to  observe  the  sabbath  throughout  their  genera- 
tions, for  a  perpetual  covenant.  It  is  a  sign  between 
me  and  the  children  of  Israel  forever:  for  in  six  days 
the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  on  the  seventh 
day  he  rested  and  was  refreshed. 

Gx.  34.  21.  Six  days  thou  shalt  work,  but  on  the 
seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest:  in  earing-time,  and  in  har- 
vest thou  shalt  rest. 

Ex.  35.  3.  Ye  shall  kindle  no  fire  throughout  your 
habitations  upon  the  sabbath-  day. 

Lev.  23.  3.  Six  days  shall  work  be  done:  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  rest,  a  holy  convocation: 
ye  shall  do  no  work  therein:  it  is  the  sabbath  of  the 
Lord  in  all  your  dwellings. 

Lev.  26.  2.  Ye  shall  keep  my  sabbaths,  and  reve- 
rence my  sanctuary:     I  am  the  Lord. 

Num.  15.  32.  And  while  the  children  of  Israel  were 
ill  the  wilderness,  they  found  a  man  that  gathered  sticks 
upon  the  sabbath-day.  35.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  the  man  shall  be  surely  put  to  death. 

Dt.  5.  12.  Keep  the  sabbath-day  to  sanctify  it,  as  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee.  Six  days  thou  shalt 
labor,  and  do  all  thy  work;  But  the  seventh  day  is  the 
sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God:  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do

And  remember  that 
thou  wast  a  servant  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  that  the 
Lord  thy  God  brought  thee  out  thence  through^a  mighty 
hand  and  by  a  stretched- out  arm:  therefore  the  Lord 
thy  God  commanded  thee  to  keep  the  sabbath-day*. 

Jer.  17.  21.  Thus  saith  the  Lord ;  Take  heed  to  your- 
selves, and  bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day,  nor 
bring  it  in  by  the  gates  of  Jerusalem;  Neither  carry 
forth  a  burden  out  of  your  houses  on  the  sabbath  day, 
neither  do  ye  any  work,  but  hallow  ye  the  sabbath-day, 
as  I  commanded  your  fathers.

Ezk.  44.  24.  And  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my 
statutes,  in  all  mine  assemblies;  and  they  shall  hallow 
my  sabbaths.

Lk.  23.  56,  And  rested  the  sabbath-day,  according 
to  the  commandment.

Mat.  12.  L  At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath- 
day  through  the  corn,  and  his  disciples  wer&  a  hunger- 
ed, and  began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat.  But 
when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  s^id  unto  him.  Behold, 
thy  disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the 
sabbath-day.  But  he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  not  read 
what  David  did  when  he  was  a  hungered,  and  they  that 
were  with  him;  ,How  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God, 
and  did  eat  the  shew-bread Or  how  that  on  the  sab- 
bath-days the  priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath^ 
and  are  blameless?  11.  What  man  shall  there  be 
among  you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  ii^to 
a  pit  on  the  sabbath-day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  a  nd 
lifl  it  out?  How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  she  ep? 
Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do  well  on  tlie  sabbath-days. 
Then  saith  he  to  the  man,  Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And 
he  stretched  it  forth;  and  it  was  restored.  Mk.  2.  23 
—28.  Lk.  6.  1—10. 
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Mk.  3.  4.  And  he  saith  uato  them,  Is  it  lawful  to  do 
good  on  the  sabbath-days,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life, 
or  to  kill  ? 

Lk.  1.3.  II.  And  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which 
had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed 
together,  and  could  in  no  wise  lifl  upiherself.  And 
when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called  her  to  him,  and  said 
unto  her,  Woman,  thou  ar*  loosed  from  thine  infirm- 
ity. And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her,  and  immediately 
she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified  God.  And  the  ruler 
of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation,  because 
that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  sabbath-day,  and  said  un- 
to the  people.  There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ought 
to  work:  in  them  therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and  not 
on  the  sabbath-day.  The  Lord  then  answered  him  and 
said.  Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the 
sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead 
him  away  to  watering  ?  And  ought  not  this  woman, 
being  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath  bound^ 
lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed  from  this  bond  on 
the  sabbath-day  ?  And  when  he  had  said  these  things, 
all  his  adversaries  were  ashfimed. 

Jn.  5.  8.  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy 
bed  and  walk.  And  immediately  the  man  was  made 
whole,  and  took  up  his  bed,  and  walked:  and  on  the  same 
day  was  the  sabbath.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto 
him  that  was  cured,  It  is  the  sabbath-day;  it  is  notjaw- 
ful  for  thee  to  carry  thy  bed.  16.  And  therefore  did  the 
Jews  persecute  Jesus,  and  sought  to  slay  him,  because 
he  had  done  these  things  on  the  sabbath-day.  But  Je- 
sus answered  them,  My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and  I 
work. 

586.  Has  God  made  promises  to  those  who  keep  the 
sabbath  ? 

Is.  56.  2.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and  the 
son  of  man  that  layeth  hold  on  it;  that  keepeth  the  sab- 
bath from  polluting  it,  and  keepeth  his  hand  from  do- 
ing any  evil.     6.  Every  oqe  that  keepeth   (he  sg^bbath 
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from  polluting  it,  and  taketh  hold  of  my  covenant;  Even 
them  will  I  bring  to  my  holy  mountain,  and  make  them 
joyful  in  my  house  of  prayer:  their,  burut  offerings 
and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  upon  mine   altar. 

Is.  53.  13.  if  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sab- 
bath, from  doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day;  and  call 
the  sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of  the  Lord,  honorable; 
and  shah  honor  him,  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor 
finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words:  Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the  Lord; 
and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the 
earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy  fa- 
ther: for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Jer.  17. 24.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  dil- 
igently hearken  unto  me,  saith  the  Lord,  to  bring  in  no 
burden  through  the  gates  of  this  city  on  the  sab- 
bath-day, but  hallow  the  sabbath-day,  to  do  no  work 
therein;  Then  shall  there  enter  into  the  gates  of  this 
city  kings  and  princes  sitting  upon  the  throne  ol  David, 
riding  in  chariots  and  on  horses,  they  and  their  princes, 
the  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem:

Then  I  con- 
tended with  the  nobles  of  Judah,  and  said  unto  them, 
What  evil  thing  is  this  that  ye  do,  and  profane  the  sab- 
bath-day? Did  not  your  fathers  thus,  and  did  not  our 
God  bring  all  this  evil  upon  us,  and  upon  this  city?  yet 
ye  bring  more  wrath  upon  Jsrael  by  profaning  the  sab- 
bath.     19.— 22. 

Jer.  17.  27.  If  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me  to  hallow 
the  sabbath-day,  and  not  to  bear  a  burden,  even  enter- 
ing in  at  the  gates  of  Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath-day; 
then  will  I  kindle  a  fire  in  the  gates  thereof,  and  it  shall 
devour  the  palaces  of  Jerusalem  and  it  shall  not  be 
quenched.
